Paris, November 30.—There are two 
kinds of presidents—our president, and 
other presidents; and the more one sees 
of President Fallieres, the more one is 
sure that our president has the more 
straining wonk to do. 

Our president thinks he is lucky to 
slip off and shoot a_ she-bear; why, 
President Fallieres is paid for shooting 
pheasants as one of his most important 
weekly duties from November on to 
spring. 

For instance, Tuesday afternoon, he 
opened the official Marly-Rambouillet 
hunts with the diplomatic corps and the 
American ambassador, White, as chiel 
attraction. 

Rambouillet is a delightful chateau of 
the old French kings, kept up in mil- 
lionaire taste by the French state, that 
the -president may flatter and concil- 
jate visiting princes, ambassadors, sen- 
ators and congressmen, academicians 
and great scientists and artists, even 
actors—as when Coquelin shot. the 
badger for a wild bear—by judicious in- 
Vitations to the hunts and jolly 


luncheons, 
Generals in blue and gold and scarlet, 


admirals in white and blue and gold and | 
lesser officers in lesser gold, move with) 


the Bnglish-plaid-got-up civilian guests 
and the gamekeepers in their shining 
liveries down the afleys cut straight 
through the brushwood for miles to get 
the game at the appointed spots. , 

And, coming ttoward all these illus-j 
trious sports, invisible behind the, scrub- 
wood curtains, a ‘hundred silent special- 
ists persuade the pheasant-poultry to} 
move on. Lordly cocks and clucking 
hens rustle through the grass. Rabbits; 
hop past them. Great hares bound oOn-| 
ward, never knowing why. And here; 
and there a little roebuck dances, nib- 
bles, sniffs, and great wild hogs stop 
to sharpen their tusks on a tree trunk 

Whirr! The pheasants are rising.’ 
Bang! bang! bang! Plump! Flop! The) 
great birds falj ‘heavily, by hundreds, 
under the scientific use of repeating 
shotguns always ready and reloaded at 
the elbow of each guest. 

A great reputation as a fine shot had 
preceded the new American ambassa- 
dor from Rome; and, his” servants 
showed, upon the final layout on the 
grass, that he had almost doubled any 
other bag, 164 pheasants, 40 quail, 1/18 
great ‘hares, | roebuck and 7 rabbits. 

A good shot Hke American Ambassa- 
dor White is useful to invite again and 
often—because the total killing counts 
among French presidential duties. 

The American, you may be sure, took 
off with him, perhaps, some twenty 
pheasants and a dozen quail—perhaps 
one roebuck: all the rest swelled the 
mass of game which the household of- 
ficers of President Fallieres fell on Im- 
mediately to send out where it would do 
most good. 

Of course the president has thought 
of his friends in advance. He has filled 
up a lot of “R. F.” cards, like express 
tags: so-and-so, so many pheasants and 
hares; s0-and-so, so many quail and 


rabbits. But the household officers have| 


their lists, too. Notes show that such 
a senator is in a nasty disposition; such 
a congressman fs being put off with a 
much-desired appointment; such an am- 
bassador’s wife considers herself to’ 
have been snubbed by Madame fFal- 
lieres; such a great manufacturer of the 
north, controlling 950 votes, had his vis- 
iting card mislaid and forgotten when 
he called at the Elysee last week, 

The household officers prepare lists 
and propose adjustments. They try to 
make both ends meet. Cut off two 
hares from that lot. Change those 
pheasants to quail. Add rabbits to make 
up. Here are three of Fallieres' own 
friends—and. nothing left to send ee, 
You go teH the president, No, you. 
He'll understand—the country’s interests 
first!

Londen, November 30.—King Edward 
wants to remodel Buckingham palace. 
That is not surprising, for, externally 
at least, the London royal residence is 
hideously plain. It is a fact that sev- 
eral of the work houses which have 
been recently erected in London are 
far more picturesque and pleasing to 
the eye. But. to make the transforma- 
tion in Buckingham palace which his 
majesty desires—a new facade among 
Other things is part of.the scheme— 
would ‘cost something like $500,000. 
That is more than the king can afford 
to pay himself. And an application to 
parliament for @ grant for that pur- 
pose would meet with the strenuous 
opposition of the labor. party, and 
cause’ some nasty things to be said. 
The king is too tactful a man, and 
values his popularity too highly to 
expose himself to criticism from that 
quarter. 

And yet he might get the job done 
without costing himself or the nation 
a cent. Since his wishes in the matter 
became known, several rich men have 
intimated their willingness to sgsub- 
scribe the amount required. And 
among the most generous of these 
would-be patrons of needy royalty are 
some American multi-millionaires and 
multi-millionairesses. They would be 
only tog delighted if they were per- 
mitted to provide the whole sum. 
There are no people who put a higher 
cash value on royalty’s favor than 
those who sé@éek here what they can’t 
get in the new world. It would be 
queer if Buckingham palace should be 
remodeled with American money. But 
somehow I don’t bellfevé it will. f 
think the king will conclude that, all 
things considered, he had better put 
up with Buckingham palace as it is.

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 CZAR’S HALF BROTHER A LEADER 
IN PLOTS TO DETHRONE RULER

London, November 30.—Prominent 
@mong the Russian refugees and re- 
volutionaries in London, who are ever 
busy plotting to dethrone the czar anu 
overturn his government, is Prince 
Viadimir Tchertkov. That a Russian 
prince should be found conspiring 
against Russian despotism in these days 
is, in itself, nothing remarkable. There 
are a lot of them taking part in that 
dangerous and exciting game. Princes 
are rather common in Russia, and the 
title confers no such exalted distinc- 
tion as it does in other countries. But 
that Prince Vladimir Tchertkov should

be actively engaged in this secret war-' 


fare against the czar is both remarka- 
ble and tragic. For tne czar is his own 
halfebrother. 

That such is the relationship Dutween 
them is well known in the inner circles 
of Russian revolutionaries, though no

The prince himself at- 
knowledges the relatignship, but it does 
not diminish one jot his devotion to the 
cause which aims at the abolition of 
czardom altogether. P 


Mother Held High Position, 


His mother held a high position in 
the court of the late ,.Czar Alexander 
Ill. His reputed father was a wealthy 
land-owner, who was, at one time, 
connected with the Russian ministry of 
the interior. But that his real father 
was the czar was one of the open secrets 
ef the Russian court, and known to 
every member of the imperial family. 
Among his associates now are men 
who were deep in the plot wnich led to 
his grandfather's assassination. And 
he is heartily cooperating with. them in 
their plots to hurl nis brother from the 
throne—by assassination, perhaps, if 
Other methods fail. 

The prince is wealthy. 
have become far wealthier had 
been early inoculated with the 
tionary virus. He was trained for the 
diplomatic service and the path of ad- 
Vancement would have been made easy 
for him by his potent and august kins- 
folk on the paternal side had he not 
fallen under the spell of Tolstoy’s ge- 
nius. That made despotism in any form 
—even when personified by his own 

 brother—abhorrent to him. He aban- 
doned all thought of becoming a diplo- 
mat, cut himself adrift from the court, 
and for a long time devoted himseif to 
spreading the doctrines of the great 
Russian philosopher. That probably 
would have landed him jn Siberia, or in 
a dungeon in some Russian fortress 
had he remained in Russoa. So,he came 
to England and established a printing 
press at Christchurch, Hants, not far 
from London, and from it he puoblishes 
popular editions of Tolstoy’s works, 
both in English and Russian. Much 
seditious literature is also issued from 
this princely printing shop and smug- 
gled into Russia. 

The prince contributes generously to 
the revolutionary exchequer. He is a 
frequent speaker at Russtan revolution- 
ary gatherings in London. His advice 
and suggestions have often been found 
extremely usefu] by members of the 
inner who were desirous of cir- 
cumventing the Russian police, or ob- 
taining access to high dignitaries’ of 
the Russian court.

} Peculiar Effect of American 
Money Scarcity on Travelers 


Many of Them Are in Paradoxical 
Situation of Having Plenty of 
Money, and Yet of Be- 
ing More or Less 
Penniliess.

Paris, November 30.—The financial! 
crisis in America has reacted in an 
extraordinary way on American tour- 
ists now in Europe. 

Many of them are in the paradoxical 
situation of having plenty of money 
and yet being more or less penniless. 
It is extremely difficult to cash any 
American check or draft in Paris, 
while those drawn - on institutions 
known to be in financial difficulties 
will not be accepted at any price. 

Hundreds of Americans have swarm- 
ed into Paris from all parts of the 
continent during the past few days, 
the majority of them having but little 
ready money, but expecting to re- 
plenish their funds by cashing drafts 
and letters of credit on New York in- 
stitutions. 

To their surprise, all such documents 

regarded with suspicion. No 

were expressed as to the 
soefvency of the institutions named, 
but, nevertheless, an advance was re- 


To make matters worse, difficulty 
has been experienced in securing funds 
from New York. The scarcity of cur- 
rency in America is the reason given 
for the delay in transferring money 
by cable. 

Many of the banks and trust com- 
panies which contain funds belonging 
to stranded Americans here have 
availed themselves of the law which 
requires many weeks’ notice before 
paying deposits. The depositors con- 
sequently find themselves in a very 
embarrassing predicament. 

One American business man went 
into a banking agency and produced 
mn draft on the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company of New York for $1,250. He 
begged in vain for enough money to 
pay his passage to New York. He 
went away declaring that he did not 
know how he would manage to pay 
his hotel bill. 

Instances are related of American 
women who find themselves practical- 
ly penniless, after purchasing many 
expensive gowns, either canceling their 
purchases or reselling their gowns at 
a heavy sacrifice in order to procure 
eufficient cash to pay their fare home, 


Fohn Winds. 

The Journay of the Meteorological 
Society of Japan contains an account 
by Dr. Okada of the occurrence in Ko- 
rea of those remarkable winds which 
have becn called fohn winds. The 
winds to which this name was origi- 
nally given are warm winds blowing 
down from the snowclad mountains of 
Switzerland and producing extensive 
meltings of the snow. They have hence 
been called ‘‘snow eaters.’’ The fohn 
is essentially a phenomenon of moun- 
tainous regions, and Wonsan, in Ko- 
rea, where they have been observed, is 
surrounded except on the east by high 
mountains. In this region they are al- 
Ways westerly and cause abnormally 
high temperatures and dryness of the 
air. A similar wind in North America 
blowing down from the Rocky moun- 
tains has been called the chinook. Fohn 
winds occur also in the arctic regions. 
Blowing sometimes in midwinter they 
produce a remarkable climatic paradox. 
As a result of the elevation of tem- 
perature caused by them it may happen 
that northern Greenland, though in

Major Ahern, is a big man 
big work. He is a veteran of Ameri-| 
can campaigns, who, encamped in thé 
backwoods, made the forests his study, 
with the result that the American gov- 
ernment has entrusted to his care the 
development of the enormous tract’ 
which make the Philippines, as the ma- 
jor puts it, the country of the most 
wonderful hardwood timber resources in 
the world. 

The area of the immense tracts of for-| 
ests upon which Major Ahern keeps his' 
eye is about that of Great Britain, So, 
that he is the warden of a region des- | 
tined to supply in the future a large | 
proportion of the world’s timber. 

Afforestation, says the major, 
is an ardent aboriculturist, but 1 
practical man, is one of the hardest | 
things in the world. ‘In seeking (to 
guide, in the best possible way, the de- 
velopment of forest land, you are al- 
ways treading on other people’s corns— 
small natives, it may be, whose rights 
are inviolable, but whose ideas are Op- 
posed to the general good of forest ex- 
tension.” | 
“Pew can realize,”’ the United States! 
government official] addled, “the gigantic} 
possibilities of the Philippines as timber | 
producers. When it is stated that the 
} actual merchantable wood standing in 
sixty square miles is worth about $55,- 
000,000, the wealth contained in the 
forty-four million acres may be ealeu- 
lated.”

To such 
parties as will provide adequate plant 
for the proper cutting and handling of

British Museum’s Decline. 
(From The London Express.) 

Is the British museum losing its pow- 
ers of attraction as one of the ‘‘show’”’ 
places of London? The official returr 
for 1906 show a striking falling off in 
the number of attendances. ‘It is a mat- 
ter for regret,’’ says the repert, ‘‘that 2 
further decline in the number of visits 
to the museum has to be recorded for 
the ‘year 1906. The total number wae 
69!1,950—a falling off of nearly 122,000 
from the number in 1905. Nor has the de. 
cline been confined to week-day visite, 
as it was in the previous year. The 57.- 
738 visits on Sundays were less by 4,369 
than those in 1905. We must go back 
to the year §1900. At the same time it 
is an indication of a steady growth of 
intelligent interest in the collections 
that, while the numbers decrease, the 
sale of guide books generally tends to 
increase. The number of visits of stu- 
dents to the reaiding room has also been 
reduced by 2,000, the total for the yea™ 
being 212,998, as against 214,940 In 1905. 
The daily average was 702. The number 
of visits of students to particular de- 
partments In 1906 was 55,513, as against 
57,577 in 1905. The number of visite 
to the mewspaper room decreased Dy 
2.000, while, as regards other fluctu‘’- 
tions, there were 1,200 fewer yisits in 
the sculpture galleries, but 800 more in 
the department of manuscripts ang near- 
ly 1,100 more in the department of Brit- 
ish and medieval antiquities.

EAGER TO RENOUNCE RANK

“Vienna, November 3.—Once more [5 
Austrian society scandalized over the do- 
ings of a member of the imperial house 
of Habsburg. For Archduke Henry of 
Tuscany, eon of the aged Archduke Fer- 
dinand Salvator of Tuscany, who is only 
three places remved in the succession to 
the throne of Austria-Hungary, wants 
to renounce all his dignities, rank and 
imperial prospects to become a simple 
ecitizen. He is forsaking the gay lite 
fof an officer in a crack cavalry regi- 
aenen for that of an artist and potrait 
painter. 

Henry Ferdinand Salvator Joseph Leo- 
pold Charles Louis Pie Albert Rugprt 
Catherine de Ricci, to give him his full 
name, was born dn !878, and is conse- 
quently in his twenty-ninth year. He is 
the sixth son of the Archduke fFerdi- 
nand Salvator of Tuscany, two members 
of whose family have within the last 
few years brought themselves very prom- 
dnently before the public. The eldest 
gon, Archduke Leopold, renounced his 
dnyperial title and membership in the 
Habsburg family to marry an actress 
Marie Adamovic, whom he recently dli- 
vorced to marry another young lady ol!

Following ithe invariable custom in the 
education of the male members of the 
house of (absburg, Amchduke Henry 
Wag brought ap to a military career. He 
had the usual succession of governesses 
and tutors at home at Salzburg and at 
an early age was sent to the military 
academy at Mahrich Weiss Kirchen, 
where he remained ‘three years, and was 
accounted a promising pupil Then he 
was sent to another military academy at 
Wiener Neustadt, the Austrian West 
Point, where he remained another three 
years, and then gradwated, entering the 
army aS a second lieutenant in the aris- 
tocratic corps, the Sixth Dragoons. 

Whilst at Wiener Neustadt the arch- 
duke began to develop a strong incli- 
nation for art. He took lessons in 
sketching and soon attained great pro- 
ficiency. Two of his works were en- 
graved ang copies distributed among his 
inYperial relatives and friends. Land- 
scapes and portraits nmvere his favorite 
studies, and he*‘kept up his interest in 
them after joining his regiment. Never- 
theless he performed all his military du- 
ties with punctuality and ability, if no* 

vith any great zeal. He was advancea 
to the rank of a first class captain anc 
became a knight of the Noble Order ot 
the Golden ‘Fleece, a dignity which falis 
in due course to all archdukes. 

But gradually his interest in painting 
increased and he devoted all his spare 
time to art. His leave was spent in for- 
eign travel, chiefiy' in visiting the great 
centers of art, Munich, Paris, Florence, 
Rome and other great cities. Some time 
ago the emperor gave him special leave 
of absence for a year, which the arch- 
duke spent in Munich, living quietly and 
unrecognized, under the name of Count 
Noven. 

And finally he made up hig mind to 
devote himself entirely to the artistic 
life. But it was only after repeated and 
urgent supplications that the emperor 
consented to his abandoning his mili- 
tary career and taking wp the civil lite. 
And naw Archduke Henry, having gain- 
ed his own way, intends settling down 
in a studio in Munich. in order to 
break: more completely with hig old life 
of fashion and elegance he iwishes to 
renounce all his imiperial dignities ang 
only a plain citizen. But the 
emperor has not yet granted this re- 
auest, and the archduke’, relatons aro 
trying to persuade him to give up this 
part of his project, urging that he can 
still be both an archduke and painter at 
the same tme. he fact that his aged 
father is in. extremely bad health may 
induce the archduke to listen to the en-

FROM CORUNDUN 


Corundum Was Placed in Con- 
tact With Radium. 


At the End of a Month the Corun- 
dum Changed Color, the Color- 
less Became Yellow, the 
Blue Green, and Vio- 
let Blue.

Paris, November 380.—The secret of the 
transmutation of common corundum, a hard 
crystal, into rare gems has been discovered. 
M. Lapparent has related the manner of dis- 
covery to the Academy of Sciences, 

Professor Bordas was greatly impressed 
some time ago by the fact that glass tubes 
in which radium is kept always take on a 
magnificent azure tint. This is attributed to 
the fact that the radium rediscovers and ‘“‘re- 
vivifies” in the glass traces of manganese. 

Professor Bordas then took pieces of corun- 
dum—which {s found in its natural state col- 
oriess or dull brown-grey, blue and violet, 
and which costs forty cents per carat—placed 
them in contact with a tube of pure radium 
and left them untouch for a month. 

At the end of that time they had changed 
color. The colorless corundum had become 
yellow, like the topaz; the blue, green as the 
emerald; the violet, blue as the sapphire. 
They had in fact taken on the {dentical colors 
which those germs bear. The precious stones 
are themselves fragments of corundum, the 
color alone giving them their value. The ef- 
fect of the transformation, according to a 
jeweler who examined the radium-treated 
specimens, was to raise their, value from 40 
cents to nearly $10, 

The acientist. next purchased fragments of 
corundum in pairs, taking one plece of each 
color and leaving its fellow with a jeweler. 
He placed his fragments In contact with a 
milligram of radium. A plece of crys- 
tal of a dul] brown color was transformed 
into a ruby, its value being raised from 50 
cents a carat to $100 a carat. The otber 
results were repeated in the manner de- 
scribed above. 

Professor Bordas, in fact, claims to have 
discovered the mediaeval philosopher’s stone, 
and to be able to treat any number of crys- 
tals in the same manner.

GERMAN“ HUNGR 
VERY PECULIAR 


Strange Case of Admiral Who 
Would Not Fight

Berlin, November 30.—The strange 
notions of honor still entertained in 


Germany are illustrated by the unex- 
pected retirement of Vice Admiral voa 
Ahlefeldt, the recently appointed chief 
of the North Sea naval station, full 
details of which have now become 
known. 

A certain naval architect named 
Arthur .Mayer, who was a lieutenant 
in the naval reserve, became embroiled 
in a dispute with Ernest Steinhauer, 
another lieutenant in the reserve, at 
Wilhelmshaven. Two weeks later 
Steinhauer sent two seconds to chal- 
lenge Mayer to a duel, but Mayer re- 
jected the challenge on the ground 
that the code of honor required that 
Steinhauer should have challenged im- 
mediately instead of allowing a fort- 
night to elapse before doing so. 

The question was referred to the 
officers’ court of honor, and this semi- 
official tribunal decided that both 
Mayer and Steinhauer must be struck 
off the list of officers of the naval 
reserve—Steinhauer because he allow- 
ed a fortnight to pass before sending 
his challenge, and Mayer because he 
refused to fight. 

This was strange enough, but a more 
strange sequel followed. When Vice 
Admiral Ahlefeldt took command at 
Wilhelmshaven six months ago he paid 
the usual calls, including one to Naval 
Architect Mayer, who was attached 
to the staff of the imperial dockyard. 
The vice admiral subsequently learn- 
ing that Mayer had been struck off the 
list of officers of the naval reserve by 
the court of honor, wrote him a note 
saying: “Please consider the visit I 
paid you canceled. Please consider that 
my call was never made.” 

Mayer thereupon sent two seconds 
to challenge the vice admiral, who, 
however, declined to fight. Mayer then 
denounced Vice Admiral Ahlefeldt to 
the court of honor, which met and de- 
cided that the vige admiral acted im- 
properly in rejecting Mayer's chal- 
lenge. 

Vice Admiral Ahlefeldt immediately 
sent in his resignation, which was at

APPEAL MADE FOR PROXIES 


To Prevent the Reelection>of Fish 
as President—It Is Alleged Fish 
Grievously Mismanaged Ilili- 
neis Central When at 
Its Head.

New York, November 30.—An appeal 
for proxies to be used for the purpose 
of preventing the reelection of Stuy- 
vesant Fish to the directorate of the 
Illinois Centrdl Railroad company is 
made to stockholders of that company 
in a letter signed by J. T. Harahan, 
president of the road and the following 


directors: 

Charles A. Peabody, Robert Walton 
Goelet, John W. Auchincloss, Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt, J. J. Astor, E. H. Har- 
riman and A. G. Hackstaff. 

The document sets forth that these 
directors are unwilling to submit 
longer to what are characterized as 
Mr. Fish’s “unjustifiable attacks 
prompted by our refusal to reelect him 
president of the company last year. 
Charges Against Fish. 
Charges against Mr. Fish’s manage- 
ment of the property during his incum- 
bency of presidency are made, the first 
heing that previously made public, to 
the effect that he loaned more than 
$1,500,000 of money of the Illinois Cen- 
tral to himself individually,, first on 
proper security and. then later, unmar- 
ketable collateral was substituted for 
the securities originally deposited. In 
order to protect Mr. Fish’s name and 
the credit of the company, the letter 
says: 
“A member of the board loaned him 
the money to repay the company the 
balance due, taking as security, the 
unmarketable collatural and deed of 
his New York city residence and of 
his interest in his father’s’ estate, 
withholding the deed. however, from 
record. We are informed that the loan 
was Carried over two years before it 
was finally liquidated.” 

Other charges against Mr. 
connected with deposits made in 
Trust Company of the Republic. 

It is alleged in the letter that with 
$2,000,000 already in that company, Mr. 
Fish “‘without the consent of the di- 
rectors, on January 7, 1903, deposited 
$500,000 additional of the Illinois Cen- 
tral’s money with the trust company 
when it was practically in a falling 
condition. His kinsman was president 
and he was director and member of the 
executive eommittee and active in its 
management.” 

It is set forth that is was impossible 
to obtain these deposits at once and it 
was only by gradual withdrawals dur- 
ing a‘period of many months, that this 
money was finally recovered.

It was clearly shown that this method 
was feasible and profitable, and that 
only in this way could we be assured of 
a permanent hardwood supply. 

Suggestions were made of methods of 

accomplishing this * reserve, Foresiry 
srowing was gone into as an agricultural 
crop, ete., and what the national gov- 
ernment #8 doing with the western -re- 
serves was gone into at length. 
The principal speaker of the evening 
was R. S. Kellogg. chief of the hara- 
wood division, forestry department, 
United \States government, in a clear and 
forceful manner talked on the ‘‘Appa- 
lachian Reserve and Our Hardwood Sup- 
ply.” ‘Among other matters to which 
attention wag called and not generally 
known it was shown that at the pres- 
ent rate of cutting our hard woods 
might last only sixteen years. Some 
75,000,000 acres of the Appalachian re- 
gion can be considered as the natural 
home of our hard woods. 


Resolutions Adopted. 
The resolutions adopted by the gouth- 
ern section of the American InStitute 
of Electrical Engineers follow: 


Whereas, The effect of the destruction of 
the formst cover at tae headwafers of streams 
ig to diminish the natural water storage ca- 
pacity and thereby .reduce the period of nor- 
mal flow while increasing periods of drought 
and flood; and 
Whereas, the value of water powers is 
lergely determined by the regularity of flow 
af the rivers on which they are located and 
many water powers have been seriously im- 
paired by the removal of the forests which 
formerly protected them, this impairment 
frequently being permanent because of the 
impossibility of reforestation due to the de- 
struction of essential elements of the soil by 
fire and to its losg by erosion; and 

Whereas, Many water powers, the future 
existence of which is now threatened, can 
be rendered commercially available and of 
great value to the community through elec- 
tric transmission;. and 

Whereas, It is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to obiain In sufficient quantity the tim- 
ber required in conjunction with various 
electric industries, this being especially true 
in the case of hard woods, as has been 
shown by the-recent specal investigation. by 
the forest service; and 
Whereas, The only way in which a supply 
ean be assured for the futur¢ is by the 
prompt introduction of scientific forestry, in- 
cluding the elimination of forest fires, such 
as has in general, 
ceptions, been accomplished heretofore on a 
large, scale only in forest reserves: and 
Whereas, Certain important forests are at 
the present time being cut clean by lumber- 
men, exploiting the present without regard 
to the future, and furthermore leaving the 
land in such condition that the keeping out of 
fire js practically impossible: and

Whereas, The price of forest land is rapid-- 
ly rising so that the appropriation necessary

Evidence Introduced to Prove 
Conspiracy in the Powers . 
Trial 


Georgetown, Ky., .November 30.—The 
commonwealth 
murder trial today introduced a ntm- 
-ber of witnesses to prove that a con- 
spiracy had been formed among the re- 
publicans to assassinate’ Goebel, anc 
that Caleb Powers was.one’ of the mov- 
ing spirits in the alleged conspiracy. 
Among: the witnesses © were ~ Captain 
Thomason, state*house policeman; Judge 
D. D. Field, of Whitesburg; Mrs. Fannie 
Hifner ahd Colonel Bennett H. Young. 

The most damaging testimony against 
the accused was given by Judge Field, 
who testifiel that on his way to Frank- 
fort on business he fell tn with a de- 
tachment ef the mountain men in 
charge of Wharton. Golden. Golden 
asked him “if he could find any men 
in Leteher county who ‘would kill Goe- 
bel.” Arriving in Frankfort, he  at- 
tended a meeting of the republican lead- 
ers, at which Powers and W. H. Colton 
took part, Powers being chairman 
one of the meetings. The witness

heard plans for killing Goebel dis-

cof the post-prandial indiscretion. 

Then it is that he was “misquoted,” 
hat he was not “talking for publica- 
tion,” or that his expressions have 
been “perverted.” 

It is a strange phase of journalism, 
from which even the most careful and 
conscientious newspapers are not ex- 
empt. 

Reporters learn, also, to locate such 
‘men. The next time they desire pub-

Transatlantic Wireless Telegraphy 
Whatever commercial value his 
achievement may have, Signor Mar- 
eoni has made his great dream a 
reality and has verified his prediction 
that one day he would telegraph with- 
out the use of wires across the At- 

lantic ocean. 

To this task he has given years of 
thought and study. For some time 
the inventor has flashed signals 
across this great distance, but only 
within the past few weeks has he been 
enabled to so perfect the apparatus of 
the wireless stations at Breton, N. &., 
and Clifden, Ireland, as to make it 
commercially available. 

The achievement is a remarkable 
one, despite the fact that many ob- 
stacles are yet to be overcome before 
the widest practical success is se- 


cured, 


At present there is only one set of 
stations with sufficient power to send 
a message entirely across the ocean, 
one station being located on a bleak 
rrojection of the Cape Breton coast 
near Glace Bay, N. S., and the other 
et Clifden on the Irish coast. Nu- 
merous other Marconi stations are 
scattered up and down the coast and 
through the interior, but haye not the 
equipment for sending more than a 
few hundred miles. Signor Marconi 
arpnounces that he will also equip the 
Cape Cod station so as to enable it to 
send across to the other side. He 
will soon begin a daily service to 
ocean liners. Steamships like the 
Lusitania are able to send up to 250 
iiles, but can receive from any dis- 
tance. 

The equipment of the big trans- 
Atlantic stations at Breton and Clif- 
den is not only elaborate but costly. 


‘The one at Breton is the property of 


the Canadian Marconi company and 
cost $100,000, independent of the ex- 
penses of experimenting before the 
practical use of the invention was se- 


cured. The station is in the center 
cf a large farm of 450 acres, which is 


fenced in with wire. In the center is 
a large clearing with twenty-four 
masts 180 feet high, arranged. in a 
circle of three thousand feet diameter, 


The masts are wired and connected 
with four central towers of wood 215 
feet high and surmounted by masts 
50 feet in length. The towers are 
arranged in a square 200 feet apart. 
Underneath are the sending and re- 
ceiving rooms and the telegraph in- 
struments tapping the Western Union 
and Canadian telegraph companies. 

Some idea of the power required 
riaay be imagined when it is stated 
that the power station contains a bat- 
tery of boilers capable of generating 
six hundred horse power, of which 
cne-third is now in use. The smaller 
stations scattered over the country 
are playthings compared with this. 

An objection made against the Mar- 
conti wireless system is that privacy 
cannot be secured. A message sent by 
one station can be picked up by any 
station in the radius of the distance 
over which it will carry. Thus the 
message from the Cape Breton sta- 
tion can be picked up by any station 
in any direction Which is no farther 
distant than Clifden. Until the sys- 
tem is perfected so that ‘one station 
can direct its message to a definite 
point, thé multiplication of stations 
ef different power would cause all 
sorts of confusion. If they were ail 
working at once, it would cause a 
jumble of letters resembling a print- 
ei’s pied form. 

Conditions of the atmosphere, vary- 
irg intensity in shades of light and 
vibrations in the air differing from 
those employed by the Marconi sys- 
tem, all serve to interfere with the 
service. Sometimes when there are 
apparently no adverse conditions, it is 
impossible to reach even nearby sta- 
tions. Just why this is true and why 
messages can be sent at night better 
than by day, is not known. 

In the present state of perfection 
messages at the rate of twenty words 
per minute can be sent, but it is not 
yet possible to send and receive at 
the same time.

POSTAL DEFICIT DECREASED 


Annual Report of Postoffice Depart- 
ment Explains Details of Plans 
for Extending Postal Facili- 
ties—Postal Money Would 
Be Deposited by the 
Goverument,.

Vashington, D. C., November 30.— 
(Special.)—Postmaster yeneral George 


Von L. Meyer, in his annual report, re- 
peats the recommendations made in At-! 
lanta at the convention of the rural 
free delivery carriers for the establish- | 


ment of a parcels post and of postal | 


savings banks. 

The report shows that the postal 

ceipts for the fiscal year ending June 
$0, 1907, were $183,595,005, and that 
the expenditures were $190,238,288. The 
deficit had decreased to $6,653,282. 
#A revision in the system of book- 
keeping is approved, the introduction! 
of more up-to-date methods of ac-| 
counting and the creation of a new ot-; 
ficial at a salary of $10,000 a year to 
correspond to the superintendent of 4a, 
mill, who would hold office. under suc- 
cessive administrations and act as ex~ 
pert adviser to the head of ine depart- 
ment. 

In discussing postal savings banks the 
report says: 

Postal Savings Banks. 

“I earnestly recommend the establish- 
ment of posta] savings panks: 

“I. In order to encourage among our 
people economy and thrift. 

“2. In order to afford a place of de- 
posit free from any possibility of doubt 
or suspicion for vast sums of money | 
which might otherwise be hoarded and 
kepi out of circulation through igno-, 
rance or lack of confidence. 

“Wherever it may be, this money has 
lost its proper functions and the busi-| 
ness of the nation not only receives no! 
benefit from it, but even the prosperity | 
of the country suffers and may be: 
eventually destroyed. Money deposited 
in postal savings banks would be abso-| 
lutely safe, as the government would be 
back of it. 

“More than seven millions of immi-| 
grants landed in this country during the, 
past ten years, and it has been demon-} 
Strated that in the aggregate immense, 
sums of money have been hoarded or) 
sent away by these people. In many 
instances it has been found that, for

“The total amount of deposits in the 
savings. banks of this country is $3,690,- 
078,945. Of this amount, $1!,394,296,034 | 
is in the state of New York; $1,229,- | 
701,214 is in the New England states; | 
$694,081,142 being deposited in the state. 
of Massachusetts; $159,!74,012 is in the 
state of Pennsylvania; $194,668,858s is, 
in the state of Illinois; $135,370,436 is/| 
in the state of Iowa, and $576,868.391 in! 
the rest, of the United States. 

“That the money deposited in the pos-; 
tal savings banks may return to the 
channels of trade, authority is asked to 
place it in the national banks which are 
governmient depositories in the states 
where the money is deposited in the) 
postoffices. In consultation with a 
number of presidents of national banks 
in various parts of the country I have 
been assured that on special deposits of 
this character from the postoffice de- 
partment they would allow a rate ol 
interest of 2 1-2 per cent. As the post- 
office department (government) is a pre- 
ferred creditor, it would not demand 
collateral from the banks in the way 
of bonds. 

Extension of the Parcels Post. 

“Previous to the year 1863 the weight 
limit of a’ parcel for transmission 
through the mails was 3 pounds, That 
year the weight limit was made 4 
pounds for deliverles in the United 
States. No increase has been made since 
that time except on parcels destined to 
foreign countries, We have now conven- 
tions With 33 foreign countries, With 9 
countries the limit of weight is 4 
pounds 6 ounces; while with 24 it is I! 
pounds. The postage in all but four 
cases—Chile, Peru, Ecuador,-and Bolivia 
—is 12 cents per pound, 

“To illustrate the inconsistencies in 
connection with the parcel-post service, 
attention is drawn to the following con- 
ditions: n individual entering any post- 
office im the United States with two 
parcels weighing 4 pounds each will be 
obliged to pay 64 cents on the one ada- 
dressed to New York city, for example, 
while on the déne destined to a foreign 
country, although it usually passes 
the oharge is 
but 48 cents. Sheuld the weight be 
rounds § ounces the package addressed 
to a resident of New York city will be 
denied admission to the mails Dy the 
postmaster, while the package intended 
for the resident in a foreign land will 
be accepted and forwarded, probably via 
New York, at the rate of 12 cents 4 
pound. The parcel for the foreign coun- 
try would -* received, in most instances, 
up to Ii pounda In other words, our 
Own people must pay 4. cents a pound 
more for the privilege of dis- 
patching packages to each Other than 
when destined to residents of a foreign 
country. I therefore urge a rate of !2 
cents a pound for packages. forwarded 
through the mails to postoffices in the 
United States and its possessions, sub- 
ject to the same regulations ag exist at 
the present time, with the exception of 
increasing the weight limit to I! pounds.

| sum, $18,986,519.61 went to Italy (repre-! tate consumption and thereby increase 


the business of the country merchant. 
Increased trade for the country mer- 
chant means increased orders for those 
from whom he purchases his supplies. 
A further fact is that the increased 
cancellations will advance automatic- 
ally the salaries of the postmasters of 
fourth-class offices. The remaining 
revenue derived from the parcels post 
on rural routes will be clear gain and 
will go far toward making the rural 
service in time self-sustaining. The 
rural delivery is now established ex- 
tensively throughout the United States, 
there being 38.266 routes in operation, 
supplying about 15,000,000 people and 
will cost $34,900,000 this year. 

“The history and advantages of the 
rural delivery should be understood by 
our people. There is a feeling in many 
quarters that it is an extravagance and 
an unnecessary drain upon the postal 
revenues. The first rural route was 
established in the latter part of 1896, 
$14,840 being expended for rural de- 
livery during that fiscal year. At that 
time the postal deficit was $11,411,779. 
During. the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1907. the expenditures for rural delivery 
aggregated $26,67!,699, while the postal 
deficit showed a decrease, as compared 
with 1!897, of. $4,800,000, the deficit 
amounting to $6,653,282. This would 
seem to show that while the expenses 
incurred for maintaining rural delivery 
ts great, yet the rural delivery has been 
instrumental in increasing the general 
postal receipts. However, its benefits 
to our people cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents. 

“AS more extensive use of the ruta] 
routes by extending the parcels post priv- 
jlege will not only lead to an increas‘d 
consumption, but a consequent larger 
trade, due to the facility with which the 
rural patrons may obtat. their require- 
ments. It means also 4 great saving to 
the farmer during the planting season 
and the period of harvesting crops, as 
it will enable him to devote himself to 
his work and procure his small supplies 
without loss of time. 

“The retail merchants in cities have 
found that they increased their trade 
by delivering goods to their customers. 
The parcels post on rural routes will en- 
able the local country merchant to de- 
liver goods to his buyers at ean average 
cost of about 2 cents a pound, or 25 
cents for 1! pounds, while the whole- 
sale merchant, in order to reach thes? 
consumers by mail, will be compelleg to 
pay !I2 cents a pound, of $1.32 for 1! 
pounds. Therefore, to gain the benefit 
of the special rates on rural routes, they 
would find it necessary to ship by freight 
to the point of the rural routes, and 
ibe obliged to establish many thousands 
of agencies and depots for handling. It 
is of incaleulable importance that the 
country merchant should exist and pros- 
per. 

“Another inevitable result will be the 
improvement of the roads due to the 
increased transportation over the rural 
routes. One cannot improve the roads

Mrs. Ellis, with Miss Sorrell, a four- 
teen-year-old girl, were held up by the 
negro with a shotgun as they were re- 
turning to their home from Opp, where 
they had been shopping during the 
morning. The girl made her escape, 
but Mrs, Ellis was held by the negro 
and assaulted. Miss Sorrell gave the 
alarm and a posse was formed, cap- 
turing the negro at 4 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 

The sheriff, when notified of the as- 
sault, started from Andalusia, the 
county seat, in an automobile, but ar- 
rived on the scene too late to save 
the negro.

the rest of the country. The condition 
of the roads is a sign of the civilization 
of the community through which they 
pass. Improved roads mean improved 
conditions nd better facilities for the 
farmers to transport their goods in bulk 
to the railway by the use of which they 
must reach the markets in the various 
parts of the country. It hag been shown, 
especially in the south, that the estab- 
lishment gf rural routes has increased 
‘the value’ of farms, and a still further 
advance in valuation will come from tlhe 
betterment of the roads following the 
establishment of a special rural parcels 
post. The necessary machinery is in 
operation for the handling of such a 
post, which was not the case when par- 
cel post extension was advocated fifteen 
yearg ago. 
Appointment of Postmasters. 


“During the year 13,315 postmasters of 
all classes were appointed. Of this num- 
ber 1,748 were presidential postmasters. 
According to the report of the postoffice 
inspectors and of the department’s fleld 
representatives generally, the policy in- 
troduced two years ago, anid now firmly 
established, of retaining in office post- 
masters of presidential as well ag fourth- 
clags offices who are performing their 
duties satisfactorily has resulted in im- 
proving the efficiency of the service. 

Appointments of Second and 
Third class postmasters. 

‘‘Attention is invited to the suggestion 
made in the last réiport of my predeces- 
sor that the appointment of postmasters 
at postoffices of the second and third 
classes be vested fn the postmaster gen- 
eral, as is now the appointment of post- 
masters of the fourth class. This would 
reduce to a considerable extent the 
amount of routine work that now falle 
upon the president. The postmaster 
general already makes a number of ap- 
pointments to positions in the postal ser. 
vice paying salaries equal to or greater 
than the compensation received by post- 
masters of these classes. The adoption 
of this suggestion woulkj reserve to the 
president the appointment of postmas- 
ters at offices of the first class—the most 
invyportant offices—and relieve him of the 
necessity of making appolntments that 
are a tax upon his time.”

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COMMENT ON THE STATEMENT 


New York Financier on the Show- 
ing of Banks. | 


New York, November 80.—The 
will say this week: 

“The statement of the associated banks of 
New York city, for the week ending Novem- 
ber 30, was about as favorable as had been 
anticipated, although the reserve deficit was 
reduced by over one million dollars, the pres- 
ent deficit standing slightly less than $53,- 
000,000, compared with $54,000,000 for the 
previous week. Taking Out the public de- 
posits of $71,715,700, against which a re- 
serve is not legally necassary, although the 
clearing house banks cary one, the banks are 
short $35,960,500 of having a 25 per cent 
reserve against ordinary deposits. In other 
words, their reserve, excluding government 
deposits, is noW 21.5 fer cent, a deficit of 
only 8% per cent below the legal 26 per cent, 
which, under the circumstances, must 
pronounced satisfactory, particularily if it 
be remembered that within the past few 
weeks the banks of this city have shipped 
over $80,000,000 of cash to the interior. The 
feature of the statement which excited some 
unfavorable comment was the increase of 

, 000, in loans, but it is quite likely 
that this expansion was due to bond and 
treasury notes subscriptions by the banks, 
the latter sometimes carrying such items 
as loans to the government. The gain in 
cash of approximately $2,000,000 was |! 
than anficipated, and the averages do not 
fully reflect the week's recuperation in this 
particular, It is worthy of remark that gov- 
ernment deposits in the New York banks 
rose $8,250,000, which very nearly coincides 
with the increase of $3,464,500 in ali classes 
of deposits. Tt put the matter In another 
way, the increase in deposigs last week was 
due almost entirely to government transac- 
tions, ordindry deposits starding stationary. 
The banks are increasing wry pia gy or 
regularly, the expansion for the week just 
ended having amounted f6 $28,862,400. Since 
October 19 the imcrease in circulation hy 
the banks of this city has beefi $10,600,000 
The statement was tomputed on five days 
business on account of the intervening holi- 
day. One featuae, which the statement seems 
to reveal, is that the bankg have made their 
worst exhibit and from now on there will 
be more or less rapid recevery.”’

(From The Lancet.) 
Physiological chemists occasionally delight 
to tell us that we are the dupes of aesthetic 
senses and pleasing flavors, Men will pay, 
they say, half a guinea for a pint of turtie 
soup which, from a strictly nutritive point 
of view, is not worth a twentieth part of 
that sum. Oysters, we are told, are an ex- 
travagant form of food, since fourteen of 


them do not contain as much nourishment | 


as a single egg, while it would require the 
ingestion of no less than 200 good oysters be- 
fore the protein equivalent of a pound of 
beef was reached. Caviare, again, is not to 
be compared with the bloater aé regards its 
nutritive value; indeed, the latter ‘‘offers the 
largest amount of nutriment for a given sum 
of any anima] food.’’ 

It is evident if we regard these conclusions 
seriously that a large section of the human 
race is wickedly indulgent, caring more for 
the palatable than the nutritious quality of 
food. The same appears to be true in regard 
to beverages, and even in the case of cigars 
there is no difference, chemically speaking, 
between the penny Pickwick and the shilling 
Habana. The difference of 11 pence is paid 
for flavor, and flavor ajone. Physiologically, 
it is possible that a ‘‘brandy and soda’’ cost- 
ing, say a shilling, is just as satisfactory as 
a “‘pint’’ of champagne at 5 shillings. Sim1- 
larly it may be said that a pint of »beer 
at sixpence is quite as good, dietetically 
speaking, as a small bottle of Chateau Mar. 
geaux at 3 shillings and sixpence. 

There are, however, cleariy instances in 
which in no sense can the nutritive equiva- 
lent of food and beverages be summed up in 
50 Many pounds, shillings and pence. How 
often is it found, for example, that the in- 
valid may be tempted to take a few oysters 
in: preference to a small beef fillet, or some 
turtle soup when calves’ head, the basis of 
mock turtle, would scarcely appeal to him, 
even although

to any extent as food in this country.

Tuscaloosa, Ala., November 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The fourth day of the North 
Alabama conference opened at 9 o'clock 
with Bishop Hendrick conducting his 
morning talks on “Shrunken Ideals.”

ADMISIONS TOTAL 2,800,000 


Of Which 1,500,000 Were Paid—In 
a Farewell Address, President 
Tucker Sets Forth the Hard- 
ships an dthe Successes 
o fthe Exposition. 


Norfolk, Va., November 30.—The lights 
of the Jamestown exposition were turn- 
ed off by President Tucker after formal 
exercises tonight, and the exposruon, 
Whicn had been running since April 26, 
Geine to a close, ; 

Director Gencral Martin authorized a 
statement showing the total admission 
since the opening to have been 2,800,000, 
of which tabout 1,500,000 were paid. 
President Tucker delivered an extended 
speech in ‘the evening in the audito- 
rium; in which he set forth the hard- 
ships and the successes of the exposition. 


He recalle,; the many prilliant naval and 


military pageants that were held, and 
the large number of famous visitors who 
attended. ' 

President Tucker’s Valedictory. 

President Tucker said in part: 

“The original conception of those who 
erectied the exposition Was to ceiebrate 
in a fitting manner the tercenennial of 
the birth of the nation, and of our own 
beloved commonwealth. It is a part of 
the history of ‘the undertaking that such 
a scheme in its inception was regarded 
by many as an impossible work. This 
is not be wondered at, nor are those 
whose judgment twas against it to be 
regamded as lacking in a proper spirit 
of patriotism of state loyalty. It was 
their deliberate judgment upon a con- 
dition of things that rendered such a 
project as chimerical and fantastic. 

“To otherg the propriety of the celebra- 
tion and its importance to the country 
outweighed the objections that multi- 
plied at ewery hand and strengthened 
their arms and fortified their hearts in 
such tha tthe difficulties in their path- 
way seemed only as a stimulus to their 
exertions. Indeed, as we look back and 
review the conditiong that confronted 
the men who originated this scheme; 
the enormous amount of money that had 
to be raised; the limiteg means at their 
command; the local population from 
which they had to draw; the vast project 
of interesting the states of the union 
and the federal government in the en- 
terprise and their inexperience in such 
work, I hesitate not to express the be- 
lfef that future history will accord to 
them a courage equal to that of the colo- 
nists which first braved the deep and 
landed at Jamestown in 1607. 


A Few Men Made Exposition. 


‘The history of this exposition will 
record the indefatigible energy of a 
small body of men selected in Tidewa- 
ter, Va., immediately adjacent to the 
exposition grounds, who have in their 
completed work builded far greater 
than they anticipated and have given 
to the world an exposition which in 
beauty of design, architectural taste and 
fitness of locatidn is unexcelled by any 
ever developed in this country. 

“And while the original design was to 
produce a great historical and educa- 
tional exposition in contra-distinction 
to a commercial enterprise the skill of 
these men has brought together exhibits 
from every state; not only the first 
fruits of the land, but those of manu- 
facturers of art and commerce, which 
hav been the admiration of:all whose 
fortune it has been to see them. 

“The naval and military features, 
which in the minds of many it was 
feared would stimulate an erroneous 


ambition in the young American, has 
been one of the most successful and im- 
posing features of the exposition. I't is 
certain that never before in the history 
of our country have so many. nations

Judge Newman's conclusions have been 
given above. The text of his decision, 
which preceded his conclusions, is as 
follows:

Hoke Smith, governor of Georgia, and 
George F. Montgomery, secretary of the 
railroad commission, parties defendant. The 
‘ purpose of the bill is an injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from putting into effect 
citcular No. 334, promulgated by the railroad 
commission of Georgia on June 7, 1907, to 
become effective on September 2, 1907, by 
by which circular the passenger rate which 
complainant company was allowed to charge 
over its lines in Georgia for local business 
Was reduced from 3 cents per mile to 2% 
cents per mile. The circular also provided 
varying rates for the other railroads in the 
state on iocal business. 

When the application for leave to amend 
by making the governor and the secretary 
ef the railroad commission parties defendant, 
the court was unwilling without argument 
and full hearing to allow the leave, and so 
at that time the following order was made: 

“Ordered, that the hearing be postponed un- 
tll Monday, October 7, 1907, at 10 a. m., at

The objection to making the governor a 
perty, of course, is based upon the propost- 
tion that ** 46 so would make the proceed- 
ings a suit against the state of Georgia, in 
vidlation of the eleventh amendment to the 
constitution of the United States.

About Suits for Penalties. 
argument assumes that the governor in 
instance must, under the provisions of 
this act, at once direct suits for penalties to 
be brought. I do not believe thig assumption 
is justified either by the language of the act, 
or by intent or purpose. When penalty 
Suits are directed to be brought in the name 
of the state it is done, of course, following 
the act by the direction of the governor; but 
is the governor shorn of all his discretionary 
power as the constitutional chief executive 
of the state by the provision of the act? and 
shall it be said that he must blindly and 
without investigation or consideration direct 
fhe institution of a penalty sult? I think 
not It is clear to me that it was never 
intended by this act to confer any power 
upon the governor beyond that he would 
otherwise have as the chief executive of 
the state. And it might not be unfair, indeed, 
to hold, as has been contended for here, 
that this provision was intended as a lIimita- 
tien upon the power to bring penalty suits; 
that is, that they should only be brought 
in the name of the state and by direction 
of the governor. 

If a-report should be made to the governor 
that certain orders, directions, or require- 
ments of the commission had not been com- 
plied with, and the officials of the railfoad 
or other public corporations interested should 
show the governor the impossibility of a 
compliance at the time with the order, it 
surely cannot be claimed that the governor 
would have no power to withhold and decline 
to give the order for the instilution of the 
penalty proceeding. If all this is true, then 
under no view of the subject is the governor 
a proper party defendant to this cage. My 
judgment is that he is not, @nd the applica- 
tion to amend (using the language of the pro- 
posed amendment) ‘‘by making Honorable 
Hoke Smith, who is also the governor of 
Georgia’’ a party defendant, Is denied.

ties. The contention of the counsel for the 
defendant is that neither the railroad com- 
mission, nor the members thereof, are proper 
parties to a suit like this, for the reason 
that when the commission has made and 
promulgated an order, ruJe or regulation, that 
its duty and power fin the premises is ended. 
Counsel claim that the functions in this 
respect of the railroad commission are very 
much like that of a court; that it only 
determines the matter before it, and makes 
its decision, and then it is for the proper 
officers to enforce the same. The argument 
is, that the commission having nothing further 
to do in the matter, and no further con- 
nection with the orders, etc., afier they 
ate ,promulgated, there is nothing against 
which an injunction could operate. Is this 
contention supported even by the act of 
August, 1907? Section 2, of the act, 
provides, among other things: ‘‘Said commis- 
sion is hereby given authority to examine 
into the affairs of said companies and cor- 
porations, and to keep informed as to their 
general conditions, their capitalization, their 
franchises, and the manner in which their 
lines, owned, leased or controlled, are man- 

conéucted and operated, not only with 
respect to the adequacy, security and accom- 
modation afforded by their services to the 
public and their employees, but also with 
reference to their compliance with all pro- 
visions of law, orders of the commission, 
and charter requirements.” 

While it is true that sections 2196 and 2197 
of the code of Georgia, which provided tn 
Substance that proceedings should be insti- 
tuted by the commission through the solicitor 
general, was repealed by the act of August, 
1907, I think this act still leaves supervision 
over the matter of compliance with its orders, 
rules. and fyegulations in the hands of the 
commission ' itself. 

In addition to this it was repeatedly urged 
in argument that if the rate of passenger 
fare allowéd to be charged by the railroads 
of the state *in circular 334 should prove to 
be inadequate, and not give to the railroads 
a fair return, that the railroad commission 
would modify the same and grant the rail- 
roads relief. This is said in one of the briets 
for the defendant: 

‘If after actual test for a reasonable length 
of time the rates should prove injurious, the 
railroads could appeal to the commission with 
the confident expectation that appropriate re- 
lief will be granted.’’ And euch has been 
substantially the statement of all the coun- 
sel for the defendant. If this be true, the 
order of the commission contained in circular 
334, is not like the judgment of a _ court. 
The continuance of the order, or its modifica- 
tion or repeal, is still within the power of 
the commission. In this sense it keeps the 
order in ferce and effect. 


Commission Made Party. 

By the provision of the act of August, 1907, 
the railroad commission is made subject io 
Suit. Section 14, of the act provides that: 

‘‘The domicile of the railroad commission 
is hereby fixed at the capitol of the state, 
in Atlanta, Fulton county, and no court of 
this state, other than those of Fulton county, 
shali have or take jurisdiction in any suit 
or proceedings brought or instituted against 
said commission or any of its orders or 
rules.’’ 

Of course, One purpose of the act was to 
provide one county in which the commission 
should be subject to suit, and not to allew 
Suit to be brought against the commission 
in any county of the state which might hap- 
pen to be the residence of one of the mem- 
bers ‘of the commission, But it is also clear 
that it intended to makes the commission sub- 
ject to suit in proper court, 

In Reagan v. Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, 154 U. S. 362, it appears that. by 
the act of legislation establishing a railroad 
commission, it was provided that any rail- | 
road company dissatisfied with the action of 
the commission might bring suit in ‘‘any | 
court of competent -jurisdiction in Travis 
county, Texas, against said commission as } 
defendant.’’ It was said in the opinion of 
the court: ‘‘Were this in terms a suit against 
the state, if by express statute the state had 
waived its exemption and consented that suit 
might be brought against it by name in any 
court of competent jurisdiction in ‘Travis 
county, it might well be argued that thereby 
it consented to a suit brought by a cKizen 
of another state, in the circuit court of the 
United States for the western district of 
Texas sitting in Travis county, on the ground 
that the limitations of the eleventh amend- 
ment to the federal constitution simply create 
a personal privilege which can at any time 
be waived by the state.’’ 

It is true that the act there provided that 
sult might be brought in ‘‘a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in Travis county.’ Here 
the provision ig ‘‘of*’ Fulton county, but the 
difference would not seem to be very material, 
The circuit court of the United States hear- 
ing this case is sitting in Fulton county. 

It was further said in the opinion in the 
teagan case, that: ‘It may be laid down 
as a general proposition that, whenever a 
citizen @ a state can go into the courts of

Given a case where a suit can be maintained 
in the courts of the state to protect property 
rights a citizen of another state may invoke 
the jurisdiction of the federal courts. 

‘‘Cowles v. Mercer County, 7 Wall. 118; Lin- 
coln County v. Luning, 1838 U. 8., 529; Chicot 
County v. Sherwood, 148 U. 8., 529.'’ 

The same right would seem to exist if the 
complainant sought the circuit court of the 
United States upon any other jurisdictional 
ground than that of diverse citizenship. 

In the case of Smyth v. Ames, 169 U. &., 
466, the Nebraska statute provided that any 
railroad company might show, in a proper 
action brought in the supreme court of the 
State, that the rates therein prescribed were 
unreasonable and unjust, and it was con- 
tended that it took from the circuit court 
of the United States its jurisdiction in re- 
spect of the rates prescribed in the act. As 
to this, the court in the opinion by Mr. Justice 
Harlan said: 


, plainant is 


“We cannot accept this view of the equity 
jurisdiction of the circuit courts of , the 
United States. The adequacy or inadequacy 
of a remedy at law for the protection of the 
rights of one entitled upon any ground to 
invoke the powers of a federal court, is not 
to be conclusively determined by the statutes 
of the particular state in which suit may be 
brought. One who is entitled to sue in the 
federal court, may invoke its jurisdiction in 
equity whenever the established principles 
and rules 
that court; and he cannot be deprived of 
that right by reason of his being allowed to 
sue at law in a state court on the same 
cause of action. But if the case in 
its essence be one cognizable in equity, the 
plaintiff—the required value being in dispute— 
may invoke the equity powers of the proper 
ectreult court of the United States whenever 
jurisdiction attached by reason of diverse 
citizenship or upon any other ground of fed- 
eral jurisdiction.’’ 

In Mississippi Railroad Commission v. The 
Illinois Central Railway Company, 208 U. §., 
$335, it is said in the opinion of the court, 
that: 

‘"The first objection raised by the appeHant 
is that this suit is, in substance, one against 
a state. The commission Was created by 
the state of Mississippi, under the authority 
of its constitution and laws, for the pur- 
pose of supervising, and to 3ome extent con- 
trolling the acts of the railroads operating 
within the state. Such a commission is sub- 
ject to a suit by a citizen.’’ Citing Reagan 
v. Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 154 
UaS., 362; Smyth v. Ames, 169 U. &., 466; 
Prjut v. Starr, 188 U. S., 5381. 

Commission Subject to Suit. 

To my mind there is no doubt that the 
railroad commission of Georgia is subject to 
suit in a court of competent jurisdiction in 
respect to its orders, rules and regulations.

been filed, and it seems to be peculiarly 
appropriate that the court in which ¢he case 
is heard is sitting in the county of Fulton. 

While the special attorney for the railroad 
commission may not be @ necessary party 
to this suit, he is certainly ® proper party. 
The act of August, 1907, provides that, ‘“The 
office of attorney to the ratiroad commission 
is hereby created,’’ and his refations to the 
commission would seem to be such to at least 
make him a proper party in @ vase of this 
kind. 

The secretary of the commission is also, I 
think, a proper party. If the peculiar relief 
which is prayed against the secretary can be 
granted, he would scem to be a necessary 
party, but the necessity of having the secre- 
tary in this litigation is dependant upon the 
right to this particular relief. In any event, 
however, he is a proper party to the suit. 

It is claimed on behalf of the respondent 
that as the railroad company has put circular 
384 into effect on iis rvad, and as it is ac- 
tually charging the 2% cent rate per mile, 
provided in the circular, that there is nothing 
to enjein. 

Bill Filed Augast 30, 1907. 


The bill in this case appearg to have been 


| filed in the clerk’s office on August 30, 1907. 


This was by the direction of Hon. David D. 
Shelby, circuit judge, to whom it was pre- 
sented on that day. The order of Judge 
Shelby setting the case for hearing In At- 
lanta om the 16th day of September was 
made on August 81. Judge Shelby having de- 
clined to grant a temporary restraining or- 
der, the 244-cent rate was put into effect by 
the railroad company on September 2, the 
date named tn circular 334 for the new rate 
to become effective. 

In the amendment filed October 11, 
the complainant says: 

“After the bill of complaint was 
with the court on August 28, 1907, circular 
334 went into effect on September 2, 1907, 
and complainant being @orced thereby solely 
by the unlawful acts complained of, then 
put the reduced rates iuro effect. It desires 
and intends to restore :ts rates to their 
former basis, when and if it should procure 
the protection of this honorable court, but 
cannot, by reason of the severe and wn- 
conscionable pains and penalties and the 
multiplicity of suits with which. i¢ is 
threatened, safely do so without such protec- 
tion.’’ 

The first question that would arise in this 
state of the record is; should not the com- 
plainant’s rights in respect to an injunction 
be considere@ as of the date the bill was 
filed, and application made to Judge Shelby 
for a restraining order. Judge Shelby simply 
determined that it was a case in which op- 
portunity should be allowed the defendant 
to be heard before granting the restraining 
order or injunction pendente lite. The corm- 
plainants say they filed their bill to avoid 
putting the rate into effect, and failing to 
obtain a restraining order they submitted 
to the reduced rate in order to avoid the pains 
and penalties provided in the act. Would not 
the complainants’ rights relate back and he 
considered as of th® date when it sought the 
aid of the court, if it is shown it is other- 
wise entitled to the protection of the court 
tfrough the writ of injunction? More than 
this, is It not true even now that the new 
rate is kept in effect by the respondents hold- 
ing over the complainants the pains and 
penalties named in the act of the legislature 
of October 11, 19077 
This scems to be well pleaded, and I see 
no reason why it is not admitted by the 
demurrer that it is the purpose of the com- 
plainant to charge its $-cent rate, and that 
it is only prevented from doing s0 by the 
threatened penalties named in the act. It 
would seem a har’ rule that would deprive 
the complainant of! -clief in a court of equity 
to whiich it would otherwise be entitled be- 
cause it submitted to the action of the com- 
mission until its rights could be properly 
| passed upon awd deterinmed. It should, if it 
have any effect, rather tend to strengthen 
the complainants’ cage. It submitted to the 
law although denying that it should be re- 
quired to do 80, and proceeded in a proper 
way by the presentation of this bill to have 
the question involved adjudicated by this 
court, 

There are many authorities. of course, to 
thé effect that laches and acquiencenoce will 
deprive a party of the right to an injunction 
against a threatened wrong, but in none of 
them, so far as My examination goes are 
the facts HMke the facts in this case, There 
has certainly been no laches _insofar as the 
present hearing is concerned. 

Denied Restraining Order. 


Judge shelby held that the presentation of 
the bill at so late a.date. before circular 334, 
would go into effect, justified him in deny- 
ing «a restraining order until a hearing, as re- 
quested. That would not affect the rights 
of the parties on the present motion. It is 
equally clear that there is no laches or ac- 
Guiescence on the part of the complainant 
company as to the rate order embraced in 
circular 884. I am satisfied that if the com- 
entitled to an injunction upon 
other grounds, there ils nothing in the fact 
that they have plit the new rate into effect 
pending the action of the court, to deprive 
them of the relief prayed. 

Complainant next presents the present situa- 
titRi of its buginess as to earnings, and claims 
it Is not even now receiving a fair return on 
its investments. 

It is settled that a railway company ts 
entitled to a fair return on its purely do- 
mestic business, without reference to what 
it 1 searning on its interstate business, or its 
business generally. The law on this subject 
is announced in Smyth v. Ames, which may 
be gathered from one of the head notes, giv- 
ing in condensed form the views on this sub- 
ject, which are elaborated in the opinion. 

The following is the headnote: 

“The Ppeasonableness or unreasonableness 
of rates prescribed by a state for the trans- 
portation of persons and property wholly. with- 
in its limits must be determined withvut 
reference to the Interstate business done by 
the carrier, or to the profits derived from 
that business. 

‘The state cannot justify unreasonably low 
yates four domestic transportation, considered 
flone, upon the ground that the carrier is 
earning large profits on its interstate busi- 
ness, over which, so far as rates are con- 
cerned, the state has no control; nor can the 
carrier justify unreasonably high rates on do- 
mestic business upon the ground that it will 
be able only in that way to meet losses on 
its interstate business.”’ 

Complainant’s Presentation. 


Applying this rule to this present situation, 
cum plainant presents the matter by calcula- 
tions and tables in two phases. It presents 
the effect upon the capitalization of the 
company; that is, its stock and bonded debt; 
and then upon what is alleged to be the fair 
market value of its property. The total capi- 
talization of the company on property operated 
by it is $60,869,988; $6,000,000 of this is cap!- 
tal stack, dnd $15,000,000 income bonds. The 
aggregate of thjs $20,000,000 the complainant 
leaveg out of the calculation for the pur- 
pose of arriving et the effect of circular No.

The total earnings of the company for the 
year ending June 30, 1907, was $12,082,877.39, 
and the entire earnings in Georgia, which are 
approximately 78 per cent of the total earn- 
ings of the “company was §9,375,516.17. In 
order to reach the value of that portion of 
the complainants’ bonded’ debt, and also of 
its property which is applicable to purely 
domestic business; that is, that portion of its 
honded debt and property on which it is en- 
titled to receive a return upon purely domes- 
tic business, the complainant uses the same 
proportion which its Georgia receipts bear to 
the entire receipts, arid then the proportion 
which purely domestic receipts bear to its 
Georgia receipts. The statement in the bill 
on this subject is ag follows: 

‘In order to ascertain the return which 
complainant has received during the last 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1907, from all of

Deducting 60.46 per cent for 
Georgia taxes, amounting to $162,980.34, 
leaves $320,144.41, which makes a return for 
the complainant on that portion of its bond- 
ed debt upon which it must pay interest to 
avoid insolvency,® 2.026 per cent. 

Statement in Amendment. 


Thig branch of the subject is pursued fur- 
ther by the complainant in its amendment 
filed October*11, and it is there alleged that:

So according to the allegation of the bill 
the complainant is now receiving from its 
purely domestic business $521,308.55 less than 
is sufficient to pay that portion of its in- 
terest and rentals applicable to Georgia do- 
mestic business, that is, its fixed charges 
which it is compelled to pay. This omits, as 
has been stated, $5,000,000 capital stock and 
$15,000,000 of income bonds, and embraces 
only those obligations which it must pay 
to avoid bankruptcy. 

Value of Its Property. 


Coming to the value of its property upon 
which it is entitled to a return, upon its do- 
mastic business, the bill makes the following 
showing: that for th@ year 1907 its property 
Was returned to the comptroller general at 
$18,789.22 per mile. Therefore its return for 
taxable mileage (1,070.29) was $20,109,917. 
The comptroller generar rejected this return 
and assessed the property at $28,000 per 
mile, aggregating $29,968,120. The Augusta 
and Savannah railroad, and a part of «the 
Southwestern railroad are exempt from tax- 
ation in .the state of Georgia, under irre- 
pealable charters granted by the state. The 
total mileage of these two railroads which lie 
in Georgia and are exempt is 262.67 miles. 
The exempt mileage in Georgia is $4,747.472. 
It is urged in the original bill that this is 
very much less than the exempt mileage is 
worth. It is then stated that complainant 
operates under lease cértain terminal proper- 
ties in the city of Savannah which are 
owned by the Ocean Steamship Company of 
Savannah, and the earnings from which go 
into the gross earnings of the complainant. 
This propérty was returned for taxation in 
the year 1907 at $409,137.

It is stated in the original bill that the 
difference between the comptroller general 
and the complainant has been referred to 
arbitration as provided by the statutes of the 
state of Georgia, but no award up to the 
time of the filing of the original bill had been 
made. In the amendment filed October 11 
the complainant says that the arbitrators 
since the filing of the original bill assessed 
the taxable property, including franchises, 
$20,859,791.55, which is treated for the pur- 
pose of computation in round numbers as 
$21,000,000. The complainant then alleges in 
its amendment, that, the fair market value 
of 252.67 miles of railway and appurtenances, 
including franchises’ thereof, which are 
exempt from taxation, and of the property of 
the Ocean Steamship Company of Savannah, 
is greater than the average per mile of the 
essessed value of the taxable properties of 
the complainant within the state of Georgia, 
included in the above stated assessment, and 
exceeds the sum of $9,000,000. Therefore, 
the taxable property of the complainant in 
Georgia being $21,000,000, and the non-tax- 
able property, including the property of the 
Ocean Steamship Company, $9,000,000, makes 
an aggregate of ‘$80,000,000. Using the same 
proportion and applying 50.46 per cent of 
this valuation to domestic business the amount 
upon which it would be entitled to return op 
domestic Business ig $15,188,000.

Ratio of Operating Expenses. 
The complainant claims, and the 
énters into and forms part of the calculation, 
that the ratio of operating expenses on gross 
earnings of all its business, both domestic 
and interstate, is 75.62 per cent, and that 
the cost of strictly domestic passenger busi- 


ness in Georgia exceeds the cost of adil pas- 
senger business; the haul of the passengers 
carried is substantially twice as great as 
in domestic passenger business, and that a 
large part of the domestic passenger busi- 
ness is done on branch lines, and very much 
the larger part of interstate business Is done 
on the main lines. It is then claimed that 
the operating ratio of the passenger business 
in the state of Georgia is greater than the 
ratio of freight business, ang greater than 
all the complainant's business in the state 
of Georgia. The operating ratio of all the 
complainant’s business in Georgia being 
75.82 per cent. It alleges that the cost of 
donig all its intrastate business is at least 
90 per cent of its gross earnings from said 
business. The cost of doing domestic pas- 
semger business alone is 80 per cent. The 
increased return shown on domestic passen- 
ger business over all domestic business, both 
freight an passenger, is explained in the 
following: 

“Given a difference between the operating 
ratio of domestic business and the 
operating ratio interstate busi- 
ness, the difference between the general 
operating ratio and the domestic operating 
ratio will inversely as the proportion 
of domestic business to all business, both 
domestic and _ interstate, In all business 
within the state of Georgia, both passenger 
and freight, the domestic business is sub- 
stantially one-half of the whole, whereas in 
the passenger business within the state of 
Georgia the domestic business constitutes 74,36 
per cent thereof, the interstate business be- 
ing very smali. Therefore, while the excess 
of domestic operating ratio over the inter- 
state operating ratio in“ passenger business 
is large, its excess over the general operating 
ratio is smaller than when all business, both 
passenger and freight, is considered as a 
whole.’’ 

Complainant claims that the effect of circu- 
lar 334 will be to largely decrease its reve- 
nue, that is in the proportion that 2% cents 
bears to 8 cents, and therefore increase the 
deficit in its fixed charge obligations, and 
reduce to practicaly nothing the return on 
the value of its property. Complainant 
claims as to its right to a return upon that 
portion of its property, and of its capitaliza- 
tion applicable to domestic business is based 
on the decision of the supreme ccurt in Smyth 
v. Ames, supra. An extract of the opinion 
in that case by Mr. Justice Harlan will show 
what the ruling says must be taken into con- 
sideration in determining whether a rate 
fixed for it by a, railroad commission will 
yield a fair return is stated in this case as 
follows: 

‘“‘We hold, however, that the basis of all 
calculations as to the reasonableness of rates 
to be charged by a corporation maintaining a 
highway under legislative sanction must be 
the fair value of the property being used by 
it for the convenience of the public. And 
in order fo ascertain that value, the original 
cost of construction, the amount expended 
in permanent -improvements, the amount and 
market value of its bonds and stock, the 
present as compared with the original cost 
of construction, the probable earning capac- 
ity of the property under particular rates 
prescribed by statute, and the sum required 
to meet operating expenses, are all maiters 
for consideration, and are to be given such 
weight as may be just and right in each 
case. We do not say that there may not be 
other matters to be regarded in estimating 
the. value of the property. What the com- 
pany is entitled to ask is a fair return upon 
the value of that which it employs for the 
Public convenience. On the other hand, what 
the public is entitled to demand is that no 
more be exacted from i# for the use of a 
public highway than the services rendered 
by it: are reasonably worth.”’ 

Fair Heturn Considered. 

Testing the present case. by the rule thus 
laid down has the complainant company been 
receiving a fair return on its property? The 
statements in the bill as to capitalization, 
value of property and as to respective pro- 
portion of earnings, seem to be well pleaded, 
and must be considered as in effect admitted 
by the demurrer. 

From the figures given from the bill it 
will be seen that on the appraised value 
of its property in Georgia, taking that part 
of it applicable to domestic business, the 
complainant was receiving a small return, 
approximately 2 per cent, that is from both 
freight and passenger business, while on its 
passenger business considered separately, it 
has been receiving a return of approximately 
5 per cent. While 2 per cent is a very 
small return, I do not know that it can be 
said to be confiscatory. At least it cannot be 
so considered as the decisions now, stand. 
The return on passenger business alone cer- 
tainly is not confiscatory. It is less than 
the legal rate of imterest in Georgia, and Is 
less than is usually earned on other capital 
employed in business in the state, but it 
can hardly be said to be a ‘‘taking’’ of the 
railway company’s property. That the rate 
fixed must be ‘‘plainly and palpably unrea- 
eonable,’’ is well settled. 

In San Diego, etc., v. National City, 174 U. 
S. 789, in the opinion on page 754, it is said: 

“But it should also be remembered that 
the judiciary ought not to Interfere with the 
collection of rates established under legisia- 
tive sanction unless they are so plainiy and 
palpably unreasonable as to make their en- 
forcement equivalent to the taking of prop- 
erty for public use without such compensa- 
tion as under all the circumstances is just, 
both to the owner and to the public; that is, 
judicial interference should never occtir un- 
less the case presents, clearly and beyond 
all doubt, such a flagrant attack upon the 
rights of property under the guise of regula- 
tions as to cosmpel the court to say that 
the rates prescribed will necessarily have the 
effect to deny just compensation for private 
property, taken for public use.’ 

Citing: Chicago and Grand Trunk Rail- 
way v. Wellman, 148 U. S., 339, 344; Reagan 
v. Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 164 
U. S., 362, 309: Smyth v. Ames, 168 U. 8&., 
466, 524: and Henderson Bridge Company v. 
Henderson City, 178 VU. S&., 5. 

The failtire to realize from its passenger 
business alone, but in a. less proportion, a 
sufficient amount to pay its interest and fix- 
ed charges applicable to Georgia business, is 
the serious question in the case. The demur- 
rer admits the amount of the fixed charges, 
and I do not see that any famnit can be found 
with the method by which the complainant 
reachés that poftién of these fixed charges 
attributable to Georgla business. 

This being true, it is admitted that the

The amount and market value of the rail-

Circular 334 went into effect on September

It shows that the 
earnings for September, 1906, were $244,- 
609.02, while the earnings for September, 
1907, were $253,641.96, showing an increase 
of $8,182.94. The statement does not give 
the earnings for August, 1907, but gives the 
earnings for eight months of 1906 and 1907. 
ending August 31, of each year, which would 
seem to indicate that the proportionate im- 
crease was greater prior to’ September 1, 
than during that month. For Georgia do- 
mestic trains only there was only a slight 
increase in September, 1907, over September, 


1906 of $67.51. 

It is claimed in a memorandum atteched 
to the statement furnished by the railway 
company that the increase in earnings for 
September, 1907, over September, 1906, was 
less than the increase for 1906 over 1906, 
1906 over 1904, and 1904 over 1903. This may 
or may not show that the decreased rate is 
resulting in loss to the company. I agree 
with the statement by the complainant's 
counsel in a letter accompanying this state- 
ment that one months’ business is hardly a 
fair test either way.

GREAT GAME PRODUCED

He Had the Honor of Making Touch- 
down and Otherwise Distinguish- 
ed Himself—Beavers Piayed 
a Good Game for the 
Army Eleven. 


Philadelphia, Pa., November 30.—The 
Navy today defeated its ‘“land-lubber 
twin,’’ the Army, in thefr annua] foot- 
ball conflict, on Franklin field, by the 
score of 6 to O, before, a wriiliant and 
representative assemblage of nearly 30,- 
0cO persons. Though the score looks 
close, the West Point team never se- 
riously threatened the Annapolis goal, 
the midshipmen playing all around their 
opponents at nearly every stage of the 
contest. 

The result was a surprise to the 
Army, for, with a heavier team, more 
experience and a better season’s record 
than the Navy, the cadets from up the 
Hudson could see nothing but victory. 
But after the first few scrimmages, it 
was that the Navy was very 
strong, and the way the midshipmen 
broke up the cadets’ Hne and raced 
around their ends took the Army off 
their feet. The Army was plainly on the 
run, but, like good soldiers, they came 
back and fought the sailors hard. It 
was no use, however, for it was the 
Navy’s day. 

Fourth Class Contest. 

From a scientific viewpoint, the 
game will go down in history as a 
fourth-class contest. The new _ style 
plays, particularly the forward pass, 
were features nearly every time they 
were tried.

line successfully, and both té&ms_ re- 
sorted to much punting and end runs. 
The only score of the game was made 
in the first half, which was full of 
action from the kick-off to the time- 
keeper's whistle.

The Army braced, but the Navy was 
not to be denied. Selecting Douglass 
to make the try, the midshipmen dug 
their feet into the ground, and with a 
might plunged forward, carried - Doug- 
lass with them with what proved to be 
the winning score. 

Lange kicked the goal. The second 
half was more or less listless, play fre- 
quently being stopped to enable the 
trainers to fix up injured men. Each 
team constantly punted with the hope 
of recovering the ball on fumbles in 
its opponent’s territory. 

The star of the game .was Captain 
Douglass. His punting was uniformly 
good, and his tackling sure. But it 
was running with the ball where he 
showed best. Demott and Dague, the 
Navy ends, also showed up well. 

For the Army,e Beavers was called 
upon to do most of the work, and he 
playe& a brilliant game until he was 
forced to leave the fleld through in- 
juries. 

Society was out tn force to witness 
the great battle between the football 
heroes of the Army and the Navy. From 
nearly every quarter of the country 
came men from the two branches of the 
service, bringing pretty women with 
them. Though the sun shone, and it 
was not cold, rich furs and bright col- 
ored, wraps were everywhere in evi- 
dence. 

Miss Roosevelt Present. 

Though President Roosevelt was not 
present, he was represented by Miss 
fXhel Roosevelt, who was the guest of 
Acting Secretary of War Oliver and the 
Misses Oliver. The Oliver party, which 
included Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Beekman, occupled a box on 
the south stand. On either side of 
them, in boxes, were army officers and 
military attaches. Secretary Metcalf 
officially represented the navy depart- 
ment in the central part of the north 
stand. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Metcalf, Senator and Mrs, Flint of Cali- 
fornia, and Captain F. H. Campbell, 
judge advocate of the United States 
navy. Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Newberry and Mrs. Newberry and party 
occupied a box adjoining that of Secre- 
tary Metcalf. 

A big gray mule,.covered with the 
gray, black and yellow of the Army, in 
the capacity of mascot, ambled In front 
of the army stand, and a goat was the 
mascot of the navy. The latter animal 
wore a navy blue jacket with yellow 
letters on it, and his horns were dec- 
orated with streamers. The West Point 
contingency also had a bear cub agsgnt 
from Detroit, but bruin did not like the 
publicity, and his keepers had difficulty 
in holding him in the open.

Play Cannot Live in Its Pres- 
ent Form, 


New Feature of Football Seems to 
Be a Lemon, and Legislative 
Committee Will Work on 
It This Winter—The 


Reasons Why. 


By TOMMY HALL. 


The forward pass, in its present form, will 
not live another year. This is the opinion of 
the most capable footbal! experts today, many 
of them members of the rules body. . There 
seemg little doubt that when the legislative 
committee meets this winter the specacular 
handwork of the gridiron game will be sent 
to the cleaners, to come back only in a less 
radical and more popular form. For in the 
season of 1907 it has heen a failure in many 


“Ways. 


Aside from the tendency of that body, which 
holds our national fall sport in the palm of 
ite,hand, always to change the rules frém 
year to year, there are many developments 
of the year that seem to have doomed the 
forward pass in its present form and make 
practically certain its amendment before the 
opening of next season. Really each year 
we are as certain of change to follow the 
football season as we are certain that winter 
will come on its heels. 

The tendency of the legislative assembly 
for years has been to give us a new game 
each fall. Filled with an appreciation of the 
necessity of bowing to eagtablished custom 
last year, after expressing unanimous ap- 
proval of the 1906 code, they proceeded to 
present us with a practically revised version 
af football. 1 guess it was McGugin, of Van- 
derbilt, who said they did even better than 
they kw#few how. 


Te forward pass was the most prominent 
target. They did not deprive the game of 
the forward pass; it had won too much 
popular favor, They just made it @ little 
simpler by taking the severe penalty off. If 
a little was good, was the reasoning, more 
will be better. The ball will be in the air 
more, Was 
ilar football—makes the woman rooters ap 
plaud, 

The first plaint of the coach was the irhpos- 
sibility of working it, but this was forgotten 
in a few minvtes when the more initiative 
geniuses of the gridiron demonstrated that it 
could be worked and for substantial gains. It 
was not overworked, because it was new, 
and because the falling of a try meant severe 
punishment in the form of surrender of the 
ball. Only within the opponents’ 26-yard 
line was the play of general popularity among 
field generals, because only there was it far 
short of hara-kKiril. Even across the 25-yard 
line. it was risky, and [In his own territory 
football history shows that seldom under the 
surrender penalty ruling did a quarter at- 
tempt the revolutional play. Thus football 
was free of excessive basketball tactics and 
now and then we saw kicking and running. 


This year there was no heavy penalty, and 
no longer was the pass a hazardous play. ‘To 
miss it meant only a loss of yards, and un- 
less the frustrated attempt had been made 
on the third down meant another chance for 
a kick. Our big question is this: Did not the 
daring involved in the execution of the re- 
stricted forward pass add greatly to its spec- 
tacular effect on the followers of the game? 
For it is a widespread opinion that the for- 
ward pass has lost much of its best effett 
with its promiscuous uge, which has made it 
the looked-for standard try instead of one 
of the supreme cards of a hard pushed at- 
tack. 

The forward pass owes its greatest credits 
to the ‘work it has done in opening up the 
defense, spreading the players to the estab- 
lishment of the more ffquent periods of 
running fire. But it INkewise is true that the 
rules of 1906 made possible open football on 
the run, as do the laws in their present 
form. In 1906 the pass was only a means 
to an end, but in 1907 it has become a 
means in itself to the discredit of best foot- 
ball. 

Keen observers have noted that the pass 
bored public has cheered longer and more 
powerfully on long, dodging runs and bril- 
liantly executed carrying formations than on 
gains made on the giant pags. For it is these 
things that won for football the approval of 
the sporting world and gained for it the de- 
vout following that it admittedly has lost 
since its wholesale rule 

Careful comparison

that of a year before. Markedly the minor 
games, for all the general team equality 
claim of revised football, have drawn less 
strongly than !n former years, when, with

But there are two reasons especially pow- 
erful towards the doom of the promiscuous _ 
forward pass. The first is that it has made

For this t consis®s chiefly in the strength 
of the fi Intélligent defense has made 
the play unpopular with the field generals 
and caused the unending fmposition of penal- 
ties, so distasteful to the side lines and 
grand stand. 

It is these two great forces which will save 
us from the infliction of gridiron basketball, 
which had seemed a certain evolution of a 
year or two. 

_For a long ttme this season the forward 
pass had full sway. Every great team ta 
the country and every smal] one from Oregon 
to Maine had been drilled unceasingly on the 
execution of the new play. Nowhere had the 
time or thought been afforded for devei-= 
ment of a defense capable of meeting and 
resisting its sway. Our defenses, everywhere 
unnurtured, were in no shape to down the 
well fed attacks that had monopolized all 
attention since the first concession was 
made it. 


But about midseason there came a change.

When the pigskin took its 
sail there was no one to receive it, and al- 
ways it fell to the ground for the assur- 
ance of a costly penalty. On the first and 
second downs it meant 20 to 30 yards, ac- 
cording to the distance back of the line it 
was thrown from, and on the final try it 
t the overing of the ball.

by the defending team, and legally, because 
of the decision of the rules conference that 
the forward pass penalty supersedes all 
other penalties for violations of the rules. 
With the ball declared dead it was quite 
practicable for the receiving end of the play 
to be caught and deliberately held away from 
the ball. No punishment can be Inflicted and 
the attacking side is helpless. 

Only four men legally can take a forward 
pass when we exclude the two men behind 
the line necessary to its execution. This 
makes only two ends and halves to be watch- 
ed, and this four, by wrestiing tactics, easily 
may be kept from getting anywhere near the 
ball. once it is known that the play called 
surely is a forward pass. The bal! falls on 
the ground. So certain and simple and unl- 
versally practicable is this defense that it 
means without doubt the abandonment of the 
play ifrespective of the wishes of our au- 
gust rules committee. No team can afford to 
risk this sure loss of ground. It {is too much 
of a cinch for the defending team. 

This throws the attack back upon straight 
football only, with the aid of the onside kick 
to make its 10 yards in three downs. It Is in 
the onside kick that I see our greatest hopes, 
for this is a play that really igs football and 
one that can be developed. far beyond the 
limits of the forward pass. Variations of long 
and short kicks Insure a degree of success, 
for the defending backs cannot play both 
back and short. The withdrawal of one of 
the two men from The line its certain when a 
kick is imminent, and this gain insures great 
openings in. form of increased opportunities 
for successful quarterback runs and line 
plays.

Plant Oddities. 
hath a thousand eyes, but a 
nAsturtium leaf has more. Holding up his 
hand in front of a desert shrub, an expert- 
menter has taken a micro-photograph show- 
ing half a dozen distinct images of his fin- 
gers formed by the eyes of the plant. Many 
common garden and wild flowers—the nas- 
turtium, begonia, clover, wood sorrel and 
bluebell among others—possess eyes situated 
on their leaves. They are minute protuber- 
ances filled with a transparent gfimmy mat- 
ter which focuses the rays of light on to a 
sensitive patch of tissue at the back of it 
in a similar manner to that in which the 
eyes of an animal do their work. A common 
nasturtium plant has thousands of such eye- 
lets on its leaves, forming thousands of 
minute images of the objects around them. 
But, though a plant may have eyes, it does 
not follow that it sees. It is not yet known 
if the sense impressions are telegraphed to 
some central nerve exchange corresponding 
to the brain of the animal. In addition to 
these light sense organs many plants pos- 
sess a touch of sensitiveness and a response 
to electric stimuli that show further resemb- 
lance to the anima! world, while ferns, mosses 
and seaweeds in an early stage of their ex- 
istence are capable of actually swimming 
throuch water. ‘

UN THE TOUTS 


England Leads in This Phase 
of the Racing Game 


Long Ago the Britishers Handed Out 
Dope in Great Style, America 
Having Invented Nothing in 
Art of Separating Men 
From Their Money.

About a half a dozen years ago or more 
a certain clique of American racing men, 
and representative racing men at that, be- 
came enamored of the possibilities of racing 
in England and they invaded that country 
with American horsey, Ameritan trainers, 
American jockeys, and American methods. 

Their welcome was not enthusiastic, but 
their presence was tolerated until their meth- 
ods began to show results. Then there was 
what is colloquially called in this country a 
“holler.”” They were weedea out singly and 
in groups, until now there are a few horse- 
men racing on the tight Mttle isle who nave 
gone over from this country, 

Danny Maher is the only exceptional jockey, 
And from all accounts he has ingratiated 
himself with the Britisher through the simple 
process of becoming a confirmed expatriate. 
Richard Croker is the only ex®eptiona] norse 
Owner, and it is not necessary to relate how 
dearly he is beloved by the stewards and 
the members of the jockey club. It is only 
necessary to say he is not wanted at New- 
, Market, Which ig the cathedral of British 
racing, 

American racing methods were not fancied 
in England. Our sportsmanship was ques- 
tioned. Our trainers were considered too 
tricky, and the horde of turf fél’owers who 
went In their wake were considered to have 
an unhealthful influence -on the sport. All 
of. which may have been true. As a matter 
of fact, divers and sundry American turf 
hustlers and bounders, whose presence was 
not considered an addition to social fabrics 
on American tracks, fastened themselves on 
the British .game. 

What they did we do not know, but with 
what they were capable of doing we are 
quite familiar. We are willing to grant their 
work. must have been pretty coarse; their 
sins—if they committed any—were visited 
upon the reputable American horsemen who 
went racing over there. 

The methods of those desperate and irre- 
sponsible camp followers shoul@ not have 
been regarded as an tnnovation in England, 
Their foibles were an old story in England 
three-quarters of a century ago. They were 
imported to this country with the game itself. 
The tout arrived in America with the im- 
portation of Glencoe, and the tout has been 
& pam of the game on either side ot the 
Atlantic ever since. 

America has invented nothing in the art of 
separating men from their money through 
the medium of a horse race, and the Amerl- 
cans who have jinvaded England in recent 
years had nothing to show their British 
cousins, unless the latter had forgotten al] 
that their great grandfathers knew. 


The advertising tipster, who fs not as preva- 
lent {n this country now as he was a half 
a dozen years ago, thanks to a more stringent 
enforcement of the postal laws, is not indi- 
genous to this country. He flourished in 
England seventy-five years ago and came to 
be regarded as a pest over there fifty years 
ago. He used the same specious pleas for 
wheedling his clients and practically the 
fame terms in his advertisements. 

The American advertising tout witn e 
“‘system’’ to beat the races had his proto- 
type in the English advertising tout with 
& modus as far back as 1846. English re- 
formers deplored the’ fact that racing was 
not loved for itself alone but as a convenient: 
peg to hang a bet on. 


—— 


Quoting from an article printed at that 
time: -. 

“It may safely be asserted that among 
Londonerg not one in 600 could mention the 
chief qualities a racer should possess; but 
this goes for nothing; or perf®aps it might 
be said it goes for everything. It is each 
man’s faith in the ignorance of his neighbor, 
and his high respect for his own sagacity 
and his ‘good luck,’ wherein resides the se- 
cret of the horse betting mania at the 
present time afflicting the nation.” 

That was written in London sixty years 
ago. How often have you heard it repeated 
since? 

The sporting prints of those days were re- 
garded ag medittms of communication be- 
tween the ignorant people who stood in need 
of horsy counsel and the knowing ones of 
the turf who for an exceedingly trifling 
consideration were ever ready to give it. 

The field cultivated by thse knowing 
ones was as wide as the kingdom itself and 
the methods they employed to lure fish to 
their nets were bold enough to make the most 
desperate turf buccaneer stand aghast. Their 
audacity was incalculably greater than that 
of the get-rich-quick schemers who flourish- 
ed for a time in the United States. 

Their future books, called “‘specs,’’ were 
out and out lotteries. These ‘specs’ were 
made on all the classic events. This feature 
{ race gambling eventually was suppressed. 
Then the advertising tipster stepped in and 
took the play. His promises were extrava- 
gant. He publicly boasted of being in pos- 
session of the secrets of even the stables of 
the royal family. These secrets he was wi}l- 
ing to impart to his clients in exchange for 
a paltry shilling’s worth of postage stamps. 

The man with the modus é@vidently was 
no piker. Among the smaller fry of adver- 
tising tipsters one was known as ‘Stable 
Mouse,’’ and other as ‘‘Earwig’’ and another 
as ‘“‘Spy in the Manger.”’ Certainly America 
has not improved on these names. 


Did ever any advertising tipster in America, 
even in the days of raw cracks, spread it as 
broadly as this: 

“‘Do not be guided by the betting, but back 
my outsider, whose name has scarcely ever 
been mentioned in the quotations, because the 
very clever division to which it belongs have 
put their money on so quietly that their 
secret is known only to a féw.’’ 

“I am in the swim, and know that the 
horse did not start for one or two races it 
could have won easily, but has been express- 
ly saved for this. I have several other abso- 
lute certaintigs, and guarantee to be par- 
ticularly successful at Chester. Terms: Four- 
teen stamps the full meeting. Many of the 
minor events will be reduced to certainties: 
and in order to take advantage of it, I am 
willing to telegraph the very latest, without 
charge, to those who will pay me honorably 
from winnings; or I will invest amount re- 
mitted to me, guaranteeing to telegraph be- 
fore the race is run the full particulars.’’ 

Did America ever sent a tout to England 
that ever put up a stronger spiel than this? 
Did any American advertising tipster ever 
dare say that it was in his power to fix 
races for The benefit of his clents? Well, 
hardly. Yet such brash promises were scat- 
tered broadcast throughout England dozens 
of years before an American stable ever in- 
vaded the classic domain of the Jockey Club. 
It’ was not up to the American invaders to 
introduce new touting methods in England. 

The English touts in the days when telegra- 
puy Was ag new as the dirigible balloon is 
now could forget more about the art than 
the ATiertcan tout would dare try to commit 
to memory.

Common Schools Being Founded. 

The British are doing all they can to 
change these conditions. They are try- 
ing to educate the people, and are 
gradually establishing higher primarv 
schools. There are four schools of this 
kind—one in Khartum, one in Suakim, 
one in Halfa and one in Omdurman. In 
all these schools the language taught 
is Arabic, and the children are trained 
along Mohammedan lines. 

I went through the schools at Omdur- 
man the other day. In addition to the 
higher primary schools there are sev- 
enty or eighty others, and they have 
altogether about 2,000 pupils. The most

Retufning to the Gordon college, one 
of the most interesting institutions con- 
nected with it is the Wellcome labora- 
tory. This was founded and is sup- 
ported by Henry S. Wellcome, 4a 
wealthy Philadelphian, who is one of 
the well] known. firm of Burroughs & 
Wellcome, manufacturing chemists and 
druggists of London. This firm has 
made a special study of tropical dis- 
eases and tropical medicines, and a 
part of its business is to supply mis- 
sionaries and exploring parties. It has 
furnished Henry M. Stanley and. others, 
with medical outfits for travel through- 
out the world. It was probably through 
the study of such matters that Mr. 
Wellcome became interested In the Su- 
dan and in its developments along health 
and other lines, and was’ thereby in- 
duced to furnish, equip and sustain this 
great laboratory. The objects of the 
institution are to promote the study of 
tropical disorders, and especially dis- 
eases of man and beast pecuHar to the 
Sudan, and also to render assistance to 
the health officers and the civil and 
military hospitals. The laboratories are 


as to the poisons used by the natives, 
as to the chemical and bacteriological 
condition of the waters, and also as to 
everything regarding foodstuffs and 
sanitary improvements. They are test- 
ing and assaying the various minerals, 
and are looking up all matters:relating 
to the industrial development of the 
country, 

The main offices of the laboratory are 
in the college, but its explorers are 
sent out in every direction, and they 
are making all sorts of investigations. 
They are looking into the mosquitoes 
of the country, are investigating the 
tsetse fly and other pests, and among 
Other things are studying the sleeping 
sickness, a horrible disease which is 
communicated by a fly and which has 
killed its thousands thoroughout Central 
Africa. They have to do with the boil 
weevil and other insects which ruin the 
crops, and they are aiding the cancer 


research fund and the Carnegie institu- 
tion in its investigations.

They tell me that the Sudan has 
almost every noxious insect and pcst in- 


sect known to man and beast. It has; 


worms and “weevils, which affect. the 
cotton crop, and it has mosquitoes 
which carry malaria and which would 
carry yellow fever if they were once 
innoculated by feeding upon a yellow 
fever patient. Indeed, the stegomyia or 
yellow fever mosquito swarms here, and 
if one of them should be innoculated 
with yellow fever germs it might start 
an endless chain of disease which could 
hardly be broken, 
Money in Gum Arabic. 

One of the most interesting men l 
have met in Khartum is a young 
American chemi!st, who has charge ot 
the industrial investigations of the 
Wellcome laboratory. This is Dr. Wil- 
liam Weam, formerly of Pennsylvania. 
He is now making a study of the va- 
rious grains of the Sudan, as well as 
of jts minerals and precious stones, 
from the standpoint of the development 
of its resources. He tells me that the 
Sudan will some day export grain to 
Arabia and the other countries about, 
and that it will In the future be known 
as a land of corn, wheat and cotton. 

He tells me that one of the principal 
money crops of this part of the world 
is gum arabic. We knoW this gum 
chiefly in connection with mucilage, but 
it is also widely used in the arts. It is 
employed for making water colors and 
certain kinds of inks and also in dyeing 
and finishing silks and other fabrics. 
Some of the better grades are used in 
confectionery and the pearly teeth of 
many an American belle has risen and 
fallen in the chewing of this exudation 
of the trees of the Sudan. The gum 
comes from the acacia tree and is said 
to be due to a microbe which feeds 
pon the sap and causeg the gum to 
exude on the bark in the form of: tears. 
When the bark is cut or . partially 
stripped the gum oozes out. It is collect- 
ed by the native women, and packed uP 
ana shipped to Omdurman for sale and 
export. During my visit to the markets 
of that city I saw great piles of gum 
which had been brought in there to be 
sent down the Nile or over the railroad 
to the Red sea. There were hundreds

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WHAT IS BEING DONE 


BY SOCIAL SETTLEMENTS 


The recent visit of Miss aJne Addams 
has centered much interest upon her 
marvelous work at Hull house, in Chi- 
cago, and it may not be amiss to con- 
sider slightly the work and meaning of 
social settlements, among which Hull 
house is so notable and so successful. 

This movement was begun, it is gen- 
erally conceded by Arnold Toynbee, who 
was so filed with desire to better con- 
ditions in the slums that he left Ox- 
ford and went to live in the very worst 
part of London, and there he gainered 
about him a little nucleus of workers. 

Toynbee’s ideal soon became the ideal 
of others, many of them also trained in 
colleges and universities, and October, 
1889, saw a settlement opened in New 
York city, while that same month was 
also made notable by Miss Addams 
opening of Hull house, in Chicago. 

In May of 1890, four colleges—Smith, 
Vassar, Wellesley, and Bryn Mawr— 
formed a College Settlements Associa- 
tion, which today has grown until it 
has a score or more of colleges for its 
members, a revenue of several thou- 
sand dollars, and settlement houses in 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston. 

The movement has not been confined 
to the women’s colleges, however, for 
the men have university settlements. 
and there are settlements of the Young 
Women's Christian Association in sev- 
eral cities, as well as settlements of 
other religious bodies and the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union. 

Wonderful Growth of the Work. 

Wiss Addams has defined a settlement 
most admirably as “an attempt to €x- 
press the meaning of life in terms of! 
life itself, in forms of activity.’ | 

A moment’s thought will show the; 
justice of this definition—to the settle-; 
ment worker, life does not go out in 
the dreams of poet, in the asceticism 
of the monk, nor in the commercial 
struggle of the wealth-producer, it is 
essentially a giving directly to other 
lives of all the beauty and fullness that} 
it has been possible to attain. 

Miss Addams sums up the motives 
which have led to the establishment of 
these settlements as follows:

Danielsville, displaying the work of the 
children in manual arts. 

Danielsville won the prize of $50 of- 
fered by the federation, but both ex- 
hibits reflected great credit upon the 
managers and teachers of the schools. 

Professor C. B. Ayers, in speaking of 
the school at Danielsville, said: 

The Danielsville School. 

“We have now a separate teacher for 
the manual work. The people geem to be 
more interested in ‘this class of work 
than they have been since I have been 
here. 

“The school now numbers 115, which 
is some better than this time last year. 
Of this number about fifteen or twenty 
are boarding pupils. I am looking for 


We hope to enroll 200 by Christmas.” 

The second year’s work of the Daniels- 
ville model school under our direction 
seems to be in a prosperous condition. 
Our past year’s enrollment was more 
than 250. At present we have the 
largest attendance for the fall session in 
the history of the school. We have four 
teachers in the literary department, a 
music teacher and a teacher of manual 
arts. The teacher of. the manual arts 
has taken the full course at the State 
Normal. Two of the literary teachers 
have taken the full normal course. 

By means of a supplement, raised by 


all children living within the school 
district. There has been sipent within 
the past year on the buildings and 
groundg above $700. Two lange recita- 
tion rooms and several other improve- 
ments have been added to the main 
building. 

Two or three hours a iweek have been 
given to each grade for the manual 
work. The interest in the work seems 
to be increasing.

Prejudice to such training !s 
often overcome by the teacher, usually 
by visiting the homes. Miss Lydia Jack- 
son, a Bartow county girl, made a fine 
principal of the literary department, and 
Wag assisted by Miss Rena Walker, 4 
former pupil of the school. Miss Lalla 
Martin, of Newberry, 8S. C., a graduate 
of Oread, conducted the industrial de- 
partment .beautifully. 

The work includes cooking, sewing, 
basketry, pyrography, wood, bead, ra- 
phia and outdoor work. The latter prin- 
cipally in vegetable and flower gardens. 
Each term cooking has been given par- 
ticular attention. Especial interest was 
shown by the pupilg this year, and that 
department was given every advantage 
possible. Miss Martin’s time is all oc- 
eupied. She taught six ang one-half 
hours library days, Tuesdays and Fri- 
days, and seven hours.the other days 
of the week. The pupils often go to her 


room on Saturdays for help, which !s 
always pleasantly rendered. Most of the 
pupils are interested, and some wery en- 
thusiastic. The work continues to be 
&@ success, |

MANY USEFUL AND ATTRACTIVE ARTICLES 
IN MODEL SCHOOL EXHIBITS AT TIFTON

Club, of Tifton, sends an interesting 
account of the exhibits from Cass Sta- 
tion and Danielsville, at the request of 
the president, Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb. 

Mrs. Tift states that it is impossible 
to enumerate all of the attractive, use- 
ful articles which were sent, but gives 
a few as examples of the work done 
by the children. 


“Among the most attractive things 


from ‘Cass Station was a complete doll | 
! ing and lace, no two alike, but all show- 


house, in two sections, with a porch 


across the front, where a tiny hammock ' 


of raffia was swung, also a little settee 
of wood. The bedroom was completely 
furnished. The bedstead, made of corn 
stalks, while not so substantial as 
wood or brass, still was good to look 
at, and the envy of many little children 
who, with greater opportunities, could 
not do half so well. The windows had 
shades and window draperies, and even 
the bureau had its hemstitched and 
lace-trimmed scarf. : 
“aA school bag made by a girl of 12 
and used by her during the whole term 
was still in perfect condition, speak- 
ing volumes’ not only for her deftness 


but for her care and orderly training 
at home, as well as in school. 

‘“‘Book sacks, sacks of various kinds 
with hooks for general utility pur- 
poses, match boxes and stamp boxes 
of burnt wood were numerous and most 
attractive. One handkerchief box de- 
serves special mention. It was partic- 
ularly well done and had a pale blue 
silk lining, but its contents were a rev- 
elation, for within were four handker- 
chiefs, all beautifully done in drawn- 
work, shadow embroidery, hemstitch- 
ing true patience and real. artistic 
merit. 

“There were a set of table mats 
made from corn shucks, baskets gaiore, 
cight large ones and others of various 
sizes and material, and last, but by no 
méans least, a full-size mission chair 
in weathered oak, upholstered in green, 
as substantial as any made by a Roy- 
crofter and not unlike in general style. 

“Also a screen in three sections, up- 
holstered in silkoline, But I must not 
say all the good things for Cass Sta- 
tion, for, while I could go on and on, 
Danielsville was equally good, with 
even a greater variety, and, as is 


known, won the $50 prize. A lawn sofa 
pillow, embroidered in yellow over yel- 
low silk, with deep ruffle, was most 
conspicuous for its heauty and the time 
expended. Also a box containing three 
aprons, one hemstitched, one  briar- 
stitched, and the third lace-trimmed. A 
doll’s bed with mattress, pillows, hem- 
stitched sheets and spread. <A mission 
table with six chairs for doll house, 
were weK made and attracted consid- 
erable attention; book racks in solid 
oak and handkerchief boxes tn early 
English, and one large placque in burnt 
wood are just a few of the many things 
in that line. Then, there were stamp 
boxes, card boxes, mats and hats, and 
the most unusual number of baskets, 
made of taffeta, wiregrass, shucks, etc., 
each and all with few exceptions so 
skillfully wrought that to do them jus- 
tice would require a pen more skilled 
and a mind more retentive than mine, 
to convey to others the work that was 
such a revelation to all whve beheld 
them. : 

“Miss Wood, from Columbus, brought 
with her a few beautiful baskets in 
shape and pattern resembling closely 
those made by the Navajo Indians.

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The vast importance and imperative 
necessity of extensive forest reserves 
within the Appalachian mountain region 
are, as yet, but dimly realized by the 
great mass of people most directly con- 
cerned, the people of the south. The 
causes leading to the establishment of 
the western national forests, where 
millions of acres of forest lands have 
been set aside, stem but little known, 
or, if known, but seldom considered, 
although equally applicable to our own 
mountain regions. 

The immense value of the forest cover, 
without regard to the lumber it might 
supply, is too often left to the sole con- 
sideration of the forester and scientist 
or viewed merely in connection with some 
private piece of timber land, wood lot 
or upland pasture. 
supply and power, the irregularity of 
stream flow, the washed and ruined 
lowland farms, the dangerous and dam- 
aging floods and freshets, the clogged 
and changed channels of navigable 
streams, debris and mud filled harbors 
and similar harmful consequences en- 
tailed by forest destruction have not 
yet become so constant or 80 genera! 
as to teach the necessary lesson. And, 
unfortunately, when so much timber is 
Once removed that the disastrous results 
must be apparent even to the casual ob- 
server, remedial action wil] be but lit- 
tle better than locking the stable door 
after the horse is stolen, for the reha- 
bilitation of the forest will be the work 
of a lifetime and the ruin must con- 
tinue until the hills and mountains are 
again clothed with vegetation. 


The Timber Suppl).;: 

The preservation of the timber supply, 
whlie but one of the considerations in 
the establishment of a nationaj forest, 
is of such great importance to the coun- 
try’s welfare, that it alone should suf- 
fice to bring about the protection of 
the Appalachians Lumber prices: are 
steadily rising and the supply of avall- 
able timber rapidly decreasing. The. 
Appalachians contain the chief wood 
forests remaining to America. 

The establishment of a national forest 
does not, as some seem to think, mean, 
in effect, the building of a wall around 
the timber taking it from the market 
and beyond the reach of the consumer. 
Quite the reverse is true for, instead 
of withdrawing it from consumption, 
the entire wood crops are made avail-'| 
able and utilized to their fullest extent, 
but upon scientific principles. The slo- 
gan of the department of agriculture, 
under its able and untiring secretary, 
has been and jis that all the land should 
be made productive and that the crops 
grown should be ithe highest types the 
soil permits. In other words, lands 
sultable to farming should be devoted 
exclusively to agricultural use and 
those unsuited, by reason of the char- 


acter of the soil or geese on ead 
ation should be given over to grass and

wood crops, highly valuabie both as to 
products and protective effects. 

Inder the guidance of Forester Pin- 
chot, who, with his staff, has brought 
the United States forest service to its 
present high state of efficiency, the 
government foresters conserve every 
use and element of value in the national 
No lumber trust grows fat upon 
deals on these forest lands. 
The timber suitable for lumbering is 
open for purchase, but preference is 
given to the residents of the state and 
locality in which the forest is situated. 
Where the public lands have not all 
been utilized, the necessary timber for 
erecting homes, farm buildings and the 
like is donated the settler free of any 
charge. 

Under the Appalachian national forest

Climatic Conditions. 

The injury to commerce and naviga- 
tion, streams, roads and harbors by 
the floods’and the streams failure and 
ruin of valley farms so necessarily fol- 
low the forest destruction and the con- 
ditions previously. shown, that ft must 
be apparent to all. The climatic effect, 
however, is not so easily perceived but 
it looms large in considering the necés- 
sity of forest preservation, 

We know that throughout the south 
there are no fierce and sudden north- 
ers of the Texas prairies or dreaded 
blizzards of the more northerly plains. 
We know, too, that we are not subject 
to the tornadoes of the Kansas flat- 
lands, and that. if our old inhabitants 
are to be believed, the occasional 
cyclones we experience are of com- 
paratively recent origin, and probably 
but camp followers in the march of 
the army of deforestration. 

It is needless to point out that the 
forest is not only a windbreak but a 
purifying agent for the atmosphere, and 
it was declared by leading experts in 
a recent case in the United States s8uU- 
, preme court that the excess rainfall in 
. irrigated areas of the west, following 
the growth of vegetation made possibdle 
by the moisture so supplied, more than 
replaced the water taken from the 
streams. Can it then be seriously doubt- 
ed that the forest exerts a widespread 
influence wpon climate and atmospheric 


conditions. 
Loss in Taxation. 


Some of thé uninformed have argued 
that a forest reserve would bankrupt 
the mountain counties, but the argument 
is without foundation of fact. The coun- 
ties are among the greatest gainetg by 
a national forest. Taxes from timber 
lands are ordinarily but temporary re- 
turns, for the hands are soon logged, laid 
waste and endered valueless and the 
timber shipped away. Under the na- 
tional forest plan not only are local in- 
dustries encouraged and taxable prop-, 
erty retained, but, more important in; 
the matter of revenue,’ 10 per Cent Of: 
the gross receipts from the sale of tim- 
ber and all other sources is paid to the: 
counties in which the national forest . 
lies, affording an income which quickly 
overshadows the highest expectations 
eee under the most liberal tax returns.

MAY Action of the Southern States. 

In the west there has already been. 
set aside nearly 150,000,000 acres, about 
three times the area of the state of 
Georgia, for forest reserves. The wood 
crops, water supply, commerce and in- 


of 


This danger has been so silent in its 
approach that, except in some of the 
communities immediately affected, it is 
but little realized. It arises through 
foreign interests and corporations, who 
are in no manner identified or con- 
cerned with the prosperity of the re- 
gion,. acquiring the timber lands of the 
south to supply the necessary lumber 
for consumption in distant states in 
their plants devoted to the manufacture 
of furniture, vehicles, agricultural imple- 
ments, cars and wood pulp and to coop- 
erage and ittanning and numerous other 
industries. These enterprises are large- 


ly devendent upon the southern Appa-; 


lachians for their hardwood supply. 
Their interest in the section, however, 
is «onfined solely to the timber they 
can take from it, andthe landis stripped 
and left to forest fires, erosion and des- 
Olation. The timber is shipped out of 
the state, converted into manufactured 
products at distant points and finally 
paid for to foreign citizens so that the 
actua] property values of the Appa- 
lachian states are daily lessened and 
their mountain counties and communi- 
ties steadily drained and made poorer. 
It may be expected that the great in- 
terests dependent uponthe Appalachian 
hardwoods’ will be strenuoue in their 
opposition to any move seeking to pre- 
serve these lands and timber and inter- 
fering with the existing state of things. 
Farms in a National Forest. 

Another popular misapprehension of 
the national forest plan is the belief 
that no farms are within the designated 
region and that whole acres of moun- 
tain and valley, farm and woodland, 
go into the public domain, This is not 


the cause. Every piece of ground avail- 
able for agriculture may be and the 
government desires should be used for 
farming. No farmer within the boun- 
dary of a national forest need give up 
his farm lands!’ On the contrary, he is 
encouraged to keep them and is aided 
in the: protection against mountain 
farming’s worst enemies, fires, floods 
and erosion. 

There will be a marked change in con- 
ditions which have reached a state little 
short of alarming in northern Georgia 
and throughout the mountain country 
generally, where farm after farm has 
_ been left abandgned and as desolate as 
Goldsmith's deserted village. The own- 
ers of these abandoned farms, iurough 
lack of foresight or knowledge of the 
consequences, have destroyed the pro- 
tecting forest, leaving the cleared land 
at the mercy of the elements so that 
the fertile soil quickly disappeared. 
but few years, unprotected mountain 
farms become non-productive, have no 
market value and the owner must leave 
it or find some means of livelihood not 
dependent upon its crops. 

Forest Influences, 

Far more important than a perma- 
nent wood supply are the forest effects, 
which are lost by the destruction of the 
timber, for a substitute may be found 
for timber, but nothing but the forest 
can supply the forest influences. 
Chief among these influences are the 
preservation of the water supply, main- 
tenance of regular stream flow, se- 
curity of navigation in the rivers, 
protection of harbors from the rock, 
mud and detritus of washed lands; 
making safe life and property from 


In} 


floods and freshets and keeping those. 


highways of commerce, the dirt and 
rail roads free from blockade, bridge 
destruction and washouts, and main- 
taining safe, stable and healthful at- 
mospheric conditions. In short, the 
forest influences are vital to the wel- 
fare of the. people, the state and the 
nation—the mere protection -of the 
commerce and commercial highways in 
the nation’s keeping will shortly re- 
quire a greater outlay in~ dredging, 
dykes and harbor improvement than is 
now proposed for the establishment of 
a national forest. These protective 
measures can accomplish but tempor- 
ary relief at best, and but a small part 
of the good a national forest would 
bring. 
The Water Supply. 

The only controllable factors in the 
matter of the water supply are the 
surface conditions of the soil of a 
watershed. Where the region is tree- 
less and, «consequently, barren and 
rocky, the rains and melting snows, 
instead of being absorbed by.the Soil, 
run off along the‘sloping surface gnd 
into the @eighboring gulleys, branches 
‘@id creeks, to become swift floods 
on lower-lying lands. There is no 
subterranean drainage, no filtration to 
supply the underground feservoirs and 
later to be given forth through numer- 
ous mountain springs and streams. No 
one who has contrasted those treeless, 
desolate and well-nigh waterless east- 
ern Rockies with our southern Appa- 
lachians has failed to note the differ- 
ence in water supply and the vast su- 
periority of the Atlantic watershed. 

In regions where there is a forest 
cover the influences tending to produce 
absorption and retention of the rain- 


fall become effective even before the 
raindrops reach the earth. The leaf 
canopy, tree crowns and branches not 
only lessen the force of the falling 
rain, preventing it packing hard the 
ground and battering the soil so that 
erosion follows, but breaks the drops 
into minute particles of water, most 
easily absorbed by the earth. And, too, 
the overhead cover materially retards 
the initial waterflow, for long after 
a rain has ceased the water keeps 
dripping from the foliage and trickling 
down the tree trunks. 

The porous soil of the forst floor 
immediately drinks in the falling 
moisture, and, where the fall is too 
heavy to be at once absorbed, the 
mosses, humus, litter and deep pene- 
trating roots and stumps intercept its 
Surface flow and assist in the under- 
ground drainage. The mountain rain- 
storms are usually heavy and of short 
duration, and, without the forest aid, 
but little of the rains would reach the 
subterranean catch basins.,; An equal- 
ly beneficial effect is primo Clg in con- 
nection with the melting snows. 


In many localities of the south the 
effect of forestration has already be- 
come apparent in the stream floy. Phe 
flow is no longer regular, but there 
are periods followed by such low water 
that many plants have been forced to 
abandon water-power or supplement it 
by steam. Upon some of our rivers 
vessels are already forced to abandon 
their trips during the dry season, if 
not for the entire year. It is worthy 
of note, too, that the valuable water 
powers and streams of the southern 
states are almost wholly limited to 


|palachian mountains and foothills. 


teets of the west are being preserved 
as far as watchfulness and science can 
do so. It is now proposed that the east 
shall be given equal cchsideration and 
benefit in connection with the forest 
under the Appalachian national forest. 
The southern states have each and all 
scaled the plan for the Appalachian for- 
est with their approval, ceded the neces- 
sary lands to the United States, reserv- 
ing only jurisdiction for their civil and 
criminal process, and pledged their aid 
and cooperation to every effort seeking 
this end. 
A National Forest. 

The establishing of a national forest, 
instead of taking the region and its 
products from the public, converts the 
territory into public domain of such @ 
character that the surrounding states 
directly or indirectly reap every advan- 
tage. Timber suitable for lumbering is 
annually disposed of; where the land is 
fitted for pasturage, grazing pormits 
are issued; if there be mineral wealth, 
the mines may be developed by any cit- 
izen; hotels, resorts, residences, stores, 
power plants and mills may be built; 
the streams may be fished, the lands 
hunted and campers may take their 
holidays in the forest solitude at will. 
In short, a great national park, self- 
supporting, fostering home industries, 
preserving our highways of commerce, 
our water power and supply, the fertil- 
ity of our soil, the salubriousness of 
our climate and the general welfare of 
our section and giving to our mountain 
counties a steady source of income, is

Soil Erosion. 

There is but one region in «the 
United States, a comparatively small 
area in the northwestern Rockies, hav- 
ing the heavy rainfall to be found in 
the territory embraced in the proposed 
national forest. This means that there 
is but one other section where the 
preservation of the forest is so neces- 
sary to the nighboring states and the 
nation. 


European countries have long ago 
taken to heart the lesson taught by 
experience, for they early sewed the 
wind and reaped the whirlwind of 
disaster following forest destruction. 
A notable example is found in southern 
France, where vast areas were utter- 
ly devastated by torrents rushing from 
denuded hills and mountains. At dis- 
tances of 200 miles, and more, fertile 
farms were utterly ruined by erosion 
and deposits of rock, sand and debris. 

The French government, in conjunc- 
tion with private owners, has already 
spent In excess of $40,000,000 and will 
spend much more to repair the mis- 
chief. The good results already accom- 
plished more than balance the expendi- 
ture and evidence the wisdom of the 
enormous forestry undertaking. 

In the south our flood tnjuries are, 
as yet, too widely scattered to be fully 
realized, but a conservative estimate of 
the injuries from this source was fixed 
by the committee of experts designated 
under recent congressional action at 
approximately ten million llars.

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NEW YORK DRAMATIC LETTER

New York, November 30.—(Special.)— | 
What, in the ordinary popular phrase 
js usually called a brilliant opening, 
was witnessed at the Metropolitan op- 
era house last Monday night. It was 
the first night of the season of the 
nouse in upper Broadway; there were 
other attractions to divide the allegiance 
of the devotees of fashion—principally 
the opening of the horse show—and the 
weather was dismally bad for fashiona- 
ble as well as unfashionable folk, but 
an audience which glorified the house 
was present. So the record of a bril- 
liant opening was made. Also the rec- 
ord of a representation of an Italian 
opera new to New York. It was 
“Adriana lWecouvreur,”’ the book fash- 
ioned by A. Colautti, after the familiar 
French play by Scribe and Legouve and 
the musical setting by Francisco Cilea 
In the cast were Signor Caruso, which 
ought to have been sufficient cause for 
popular rejoicing; Madame Cavaleri, 
the moving cause of the production; 
Mm. Scotti and Journett, who were 
spared the need of making a good im- 
pression by years of work on the same 
stage; M. Georges Lucas, a new tenor, 
and a number of other singers, whose 
achievements were hardly edifying. Tha 
an artistic triumph cannot be rec- 
orded must be set down to the discredit 
of the noveity selected for the opening. 
Mr. Conreid began his fifth season as 
director of the house, and so far as all 
appearances on an opening night could 
show, is keeping up the tradition of 
success which he inherited from the last 
years of Mr. Grau's reign, and which 
his four seasons have augmented into 
a sort of apparent permanence and 
.opulent security that have never been 
characteristic of operatic management 
in New York before. Rivalry and com- 
petition have been introduced by Mr. 
Hammerstein’s venture in a form that 
also has scarcely a parallel in the op- 
eratic record of the city; but they have 
produced no apparent check on pros- 
perity; on the contrary, they have done 
good in both directions as a spur, The

construct a drama, and which, being 
for the greater part unintelligible, it 
is not possible to extract the pleasure 
which used to be found in the old style 
entertainment frequently and derisively 
spoken of as a concert in costume.

Return to Tenor. 


The bare narrative of Mr. Mantell’s 
Stage career is one of uncommon in- 
terest, even if regarded from the point 
of view of the layman who possesses 
no interest whatever in the theater, as 
an institution§ as an art, or as a cail- 
ing. The biographies of the great and 
the idolized players of the past, and 
of many of the present, are alike in one 
thing—they all have 
beginnings, of years of struggle for 
recognition, of discouragement from 
friends and familiars, of long waiting 
for opportunity, of patient toil under 
difficulties, etc., etc. Mr. Mantell,. au 
contraire, started at the top, or so 
near the top that the climb was not 
far. 

He had been 
repute in Belfast, 


an amateur actor of 
Ireland, even as a 
schoolboy, when, faithfully promising 
his Nonconformist mother that he 
would change his name that he might 
not disgrace the family when he went 
on the stage, he took a small position 
in the stock company of the little the- 
ater in Rochdale, Lancashire county, 
England. In less than six months he 
had acted there in support of such 
giants as Samuel Phelps, Charles 
Mathews, Charles Calvert, Charles 
Dillon, and Barry Sullivan. It was 

Phelps who took the young man to 
London, giving him a position in the 
famous company of the Sadler’s Wells 
theater there. That was early in 1877. 
Less than a year afterward he was in 
this country ‘as the principal “‘juvenile” 
of Madame Modjeska on her fiyst Eng- 
lish-speaking tour. Back to London he 
went at the close of the season, to 
play with George S. Knight. the first 
of the German dialect players of the 
Warfield school, and then as co-star 
with Ellen Lancaster-Willis, when she 
set herself up in avowed opposition to 
Irving and Terry at the time they af- 
fected their famous revival in the Ly- 
ceum, theater of “Romeo and Juliet.” 

Came Over for “The World.”’ 

Young Mantell’s Romeo resulted in 
his bejng brought here for “The 
World.” He played next in “The Ro- 
many Rye’ and then, in March of 
1883 made his famous success as Loris 
in the jate Fanny Davenport's produc- 
tion of “Fedora.” His salary had been 
$260 g@ week—an immense wage for a 
Piayer of 25 years ago, but not uncom- 
mon now. It cost Miss Davenport $400 
a week in New York and $450 on the 
road to hold his services the follow- 
ing season. He made another hit in 
“Called Back,” returned to Miss Dav- 
enport and “Fedora” at $500 a week. 
and in 1886 went forth as a star, acting 
first in “Tangled Lives.” The figures 
of the next few years are interesting. 

“Tangled Lives” was acted 39 weeks, 
during which Mr. Mantell drew a 
weekly salary of $200 and at the end 
of the season he and his manager, Au- 
gustus Pitou, divided $33,500 profit. 
“Monbars,” produced the next season, 
found Mantell drawing $50 more per 
week, and he and Pitou divided $64,000 
when the tour closed. His salary went 
to $300 the third season as a star, with 
“The Corsican Brothers” as the play, 
and that season the net profits for him 
and Pitou were $81,000. “The Face in 
the Moonlight.” the fourth year’s play, 
was less profitable, 
handsome lump at the end of the sea 
son. These figures are given for the 
sake of the contrast that soon marked 
itself deeply in Mr, Mantell’s experi- 
ence. He at that time, save for a per- 
formance of Romeo to the Juliet of 
Viola Allen, had been associated in this 
country with romantic melodrama 
merely. 

A civil suit in which he became in- 
volved in New York city resulted in 
Mr. Mantell’s being declared in con- 
tempt of the courts of the state, and,

actor who could not display them in 
th emarket place, New York city. It 
was then that Mr. Mantell had recourse 
to Shakespeare. He revived “Hamlet,” 
and soon thereafter “Othello.” He 
pieced these out into a repertotre by 
the occasional reproduction of his old 
plays, and now and again he tried @ 
new work that appeared to give him a 
chance. But each season found his 
recession from the large cities to be 
farther His vogue dwindled, and it was 
difficult to get time in the theaters of 
the better class. This banishment con- 
tinued ten full years, when he was 
purged on the request of the plaintiff 
in the original litigation, and received 
word that he was free to play again in 
New York without fear of arrest. 

But he found that he was not, so far 
as managers were concerned, wanted 
in New York. They told him that he 
had been forgotten—that the name of 
Robert Mantell meant nothing to 
theatergoers, and that it would cost a 
fortune to reestablish him—if, indeed, 
it could be accomplished at all. He 
offered various prodpcing managers his 
services for eight or ten weeks with- 
Out salary if they would give him an 
opportunity; but they refused to con- 
sider him as a star, although offers of 
employment were plentiful. Back he 
went to the small places, rqvived 
“Richelieu,” struggled along for an- 
other season, saved enough money out 
of his meager receipts to make a re- 
vival of “King Richard III,” and began 
another tour of the prairies. 

Opening at “The Princess,’ 


In a far-off Texas town, three years 
ago, he received word that the Princess 
theater was at his disposal. The out- 
look was far from inviting, especially 
as the theater was notoriously unpop- 
ular, and had been the scene of count- 
less failures of far more pretentious |

Richard, and the younger ones, 
_who “arrived” after his triumph in the 
80s, asked their readers questions as 
‘to where this actor had been in all 
the years that Broadway had been 
‘hungering for a good tragedian. 

| It was at that time that Mr. Mantell 
| effected his alliance with William A. 
Brady. In that period, less than three 
years, they have done more of Shake- 
speare’s plays than have been offered 
the public by any players since the 
days of Booth and Barrett. Their first 
move was to reproduce.“King Richard 
Ill,” “Othello” and “Hamlet” in mag- 
nificent scenic fashion; next, to do the 
same for “Richelfeu”; then to engage 
the best supporting actors of Shake- 
speare to be had. 

His Revival of Lear. 


A year from the date of Mr. Mantell’s 
return to New York city, he appeared 
there, in a larger theater, as Mac- 
beth, and two weeks later fave the 
town the first revival. of “King Lear” 
it had been offered in more than 
twenty-five years. Then, last season, 
he added the roles of Iago, Shylock and 
|Brutus to his repertoire, giving «him 
nine great roles in active use; and on 
the night of November 18, 1907, he 
made, in Chicago, a revival of Shake- 
speare’s rare tragedy of “King John.” 

No other living actor Is engaged in 
such a repertoire. The sheer labor of 
his undertaking does not call for speci- 
fication here. He goes from one great 
role to another in the time between 
matinee and night. Thus, in hig Chi- 
cago engagement, he acted all the roles 
listed above save that of King John in 
the space of two weeks, giving 
eighteen gprformances the while he 
worked on the revival of “King John.” 
Of course, he had gone through, in his 
youth on the English stage, a great 
schooling, and was associated with 
many of the greatest intellects of the 
theater; but some of the Plays in his 
repertoire he staged without ever hav- 
ing seen a performance of them by 
another actor, great or small. He had 
seen “King Lear” only as acted in 
Italian by Rossi; he had seen ““Mac- 
beth” only once, and that as acted by 
Irving—an impersonation in which, in 
the popular opinion, Irving failed, but 
one which Mr. Mantel] openly and 
proudly avows he copies wherever he 
may do so.

Marcus Aurelius perhaps did not put it 50 
bluntly, but that was what he meant. As 
for Epictetus, whose manners were really 
deplorable, if he deemed a person a Dblock- 
head he at once called him a blockhead, and 
on nobody was he more severe than on him 
who destred things which he could not be 
getting. 

You, young man, want to become a great 
artist. You stake your happinéss on becom- 
ing a great artist. But to be a great artist 
one must have genius. And you cannot pos- 
sibly be sure that you have genius. You 
may or may not have genius; only time will 
show. If you have it not, no effort of yours 
will give it to you. Should you say to your- 
self: ‘‘If I don’t pregace first-class art I 
shall die a disappointed man, you are 
gambling just ag much as though you said to 
yourself: ‘‘If the next person I meet in the 
road hasn’t got red hair I shall die a disap- 
pointed man.’’ 

You have proved your ability and you want 
to become famous; you want to have glory, 


power, renown. But fame, glory, power, re- 
nown depend on the caprices of large crowds, 
and nothing is more capricious than a 
crowd. You may do everything that other fa- 
mdus men have done and yet miss fame. 
Fame does not spring from a man’s self, but 
from others. A crowd is like the wind, it 


| 


doesn’f take orders. The man who goes up 
in a balloon at the Crystal Palace and stakes 
his all that he will descend on the top of 
Mont Blanc is as sensible as the clever man 
who sets his heart on fame. 

On Getting Rich. 

You want to be rich; you are determined to 
be rich. Nothing but riches will satisfy your 
desire. But to be rich you must get hold of 
money now reposing In the pockets or the 
safes of other people. How do you know 
that other people will not prove cleverer or 
less scrupulous than yourself? You cannot 
be sure. And if you do not happen to have 
been born*suffictently clover, or sufficiently 
unscrupulous, no efforts of yours will remedy 
the lack. Besides, an accident, a panic, a 
war, an earthquake may snatch everything 
from you in’ a minute. Set your heart on 
riches and you might as well arm yourself 
with an umbrella to fight a battery. You 
may come through, of course... . 

‘‘Well,”’ you say, ‘‘all I have set 
on is a county cottage and two hundred a 
year in my old age with my wife. My needs 
are simple. But that I have set my heart 
on!’’ Well, the ancients would reply, you 
have set your heart on a pretty good deal. 
Suppose your wife digs? Further, even the 
most obvious worth depends for its financial 
reward on the recognition and the honesty of 
others. Are you going to stake your happi- 
ness on certain other people being both. hon- 
est and imtelligent without a break, while 
you pound by pound amass a capital of 
£25,000? Seventy and seven mischances, uf- 
.terly beyond your comtrol, might. ruin’ your 
scheme. 

Then What can I do, as a sensible man,

set my heart on, without gambling 
happiness and peace of mind?’’ 

I almost blush to answer this question. 
You see, the ancients were so simple and di- 
rect, and we have progressed so terrifically 
beyond them, that their ideas must seem ab- 
surdly antiquated to you. The poor ancients 
said that the wise man only staked his hap- 
piness on the following: That no one and 
nothing could ever force him to do or say 
what he thought wrong, or to admire what 
he considered to be unworthy of admiration, 
or to despise what he considered to be worthy 
of admiration, or irom striving his hardest 
in any direction which his reason and in- 
stincts prompted. The poor ancients said 
that the man who staked his happiness on 
anything beyond this was not @ wise man; 
‘as, in fact, a fool. 
\ olieaaaoeet” you say angrily. Please 
don’t blame me. I tell you I blush for these 
ancients. And the publishers who persist in 
reissuing their shocking works in attractive 
cheap editions ought to be imprisoned. = 

“Simply does away with all ambition!’’ you 
say scornfully. 

Ambition and Happiness. 

In a way it does. So much must be ada- 
mitted. And this brings me to the first point 
which I wish speciaNy to make, namely, that 
ambitious men are very seldom happy men. 


The man whose principal aim is to be con- 
tented had better renounce ambition. It Is 
the meek, the easily-satisfied, the simple- 
souled who are happy. You may consider 
this to be a very doleful philosophy. Possi- 
bly. But accusing me of dolefulness will not 
alter the indisputable fact that ambitious men 
are very seldom happy men. Therefore, if you 
are determined to follow the persuasive voices 
of ambition, do so with your eyes open, and 
don’t expect that happiness will be yours. I 
am not prepared to assert that happiness is 
the greatest thing in the world. It is, how-~- 
ever, a considerable thing. And in our world 
ambition is the enemy of happiness. 

Now for my second point, which is that If 
ambitious men are very seldom happy men, 
it is their own fault; that there is, indeed, 
no just reason why ambition should be the 
enemy of happiness. 5 

If a man at the threshold of life says: I 
set my heart on being Lord Chancellor,’ or, 
“IT set my heart on being head waiter at the 
Grand Babylon hotel before I die,’’ that man 
is undoubtedly courting @ disastrous disap- 
pointment. ( 

But if he says, “I set my heart on con- 
tinually doing all in my power to become 
Lord Chancellor, or head waiter at this ex- 
pensive hotel,’’ he is leaving nothing to 
chance. No one® but himsélf can interfere 
with his ambition. 

The fatal error that men make ig to live in 
the future instead of in the present. Instead 
of concentrating their affections on their se- 
lected goal, they should concentrate their af- 
fections on.the. road which leads to the goal. 
Thus, and thus only, can they reconcile hap- 
piness with ambition, the ancient calm with 
the modern restlessness.

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COME MODERN CONCEPTIONS 
OF ELECTRICITY AND MATTER 


What fs electricity? What is matter? 
In trying to answer these questions 
physicists in the last decade have 
been forced to alter very materially 
bed-rock ideas held for years con- 
cerning the make-up of electricity and 
matter. This change, due to an un- 
tiring search for knowledge by inves- 
tigators in a number of countries, is 
graphically recorded in the annual re- 
port for 1906 to congress just issued 
by the Smithsonian institution. The 
author of the special paper is Mme, 
Curie, of the Sorbonne, Paris, who, 
with her husband, digcovered radium 
and made known some of the princi- 
ples of physics in which a study of 
radium and of similar elements has 
resulted. — 

Mme. Curie says: 
“The change has been 


brought about 


in part by researches on the electric 
conductivity of gas, and in part by the 
discovery and study of the phenomena 
of radioactivity. -It is, I believe, far 
ose being finished, and we may well 
be sanguine of future developments. 
One point which appears today to be 
definitely settled is the view of an 
atomic structure of electricity, which 
goes to confirm and complete the idea 
that we have long held regarding the 
atomic structure of matter, which 
constitutes the basis of chemical 
theories.” 

It has recently been established with 
apparent certainty that electricity, 
like everything else on earth, is made 
up of minute atoms. Since this fact 
; was found out, study has been direct-~- 
ed toward learning their properties. 

Investigators have determined that 
atoms of electricity are positive and

Ex- 
periments have shown that if these 
atoms can exist apart, by themselves, 
that they may exist also in all ordi- 
nary matter, a desk, a house, a tree, 
and may in certain instances be emitted 
by a substance such as metal without 
its properties being changed in any 
apparent manner. A sufficiently exact 
conception of electrons is considering 
them as part of the complicated struc- 
ture of an atom, which in itself is al- 
most inconceivably small. Positive elec- 
tricity is very different. It is always 
found in connection with atoms of or- 
dinary physical matter, and there is no 
reason to believe that it can be sep- 
arated. 

Besides: lately discovered facts about 
gases and electricity, one very im- 
portant truth has recently added great- 
ly*to our Knowledge of matter. A prop- 
erty of matter has been discovered to 
which is given the name of radioactiv- 
ity. This is the property which the 
atoms of certain substances possess, 
of shooting off infinitesimally small 
particles, some of them at a very great 
rate of speed and with considerable 
heat. The result of the giving off of 
these particles is that some of the 
atoms at times seem to assume the 
properties of other substances. To 
modern chemists and physicists this ts 
at first blush a startling proposition. 
It borders very closely upon the real- 
ity of the wild claims of the ancient 
alchemists, whose vain efforts were di- 
rected, however, more particularly to- 
ward changing cheap metal into gold. 
The author says: 

“This is a theory of the transmuta- 
tion of elements, but differs from the 
dreams of the alchemists in- that we 
deelare ourselves, for the present at 
least, unable to induce or influence the 
transmutation. Certain facts go to 
show that radioactivity appertains in 


a slight degree to all kinds of matter. 
It may be, therefore, that matter is far 


from being unchangeable or inert as it 


was formerly thought; and is, on the 
contrary, 
although this transformation escapes 


in continual transformation, 


our notice by its relative slowness.” 
These ideas, it may be said, do not 

represent the speculations of one phys- 

icist, but are the natural consequence 


of experiments performed by leading 
investigators of the world.

produce as much heat as the combus- 
tion of a ton of coal. 

Some of the rays given off comprise 
electrified particles moving with very 
great velocity. A portion of these are 
charged positively, and their dimen- 
sions are comparable with those of 
atoms, while others are negative elec- 
trons, whose electric charge may be 
shown by direct experiments. Among 
the electrons emitted there are some 
whose velocity is enormous—in fact, no 
less than nine-tenths the velocity of 
light. And the speed of light rays, it 
may be added, is calculated at above 
180,000 miles per second. 

A later series of facts is interpreted 
by the theory of radioactive trans- 
formation. Radium gives forth con- 
'tinually what is known as emanation, 
which behaves like radioactive gas. 
This. represents the first products of 
the disintegration. Resulting from the 
transformation of this radium emana- 
tion is a solid radioactive material. 


+The product is called induced radioac- 


tivity, and in it are  distingulshed 
three different radioactive materiats, 
constituting three successve stages of 
the transformation. Induced radioactiv- 
ity does not disappear completely, but 
lasts in a feeble state for years, and 
it is believed continues in its trans- 
formations. 

In the process of this transformation 
a different element may be produced. 
For instance, it is stated that radium, 
a perfectly definite chemical element, 
produces continually another perfectly 
definite chemical element, helium. In- 
vestigations have been made to de- 
termine’ if the radioactive substances 
heretofore considered as elements are 
not to be derived from one another. 
From the results already reached, ura- 
nium may be thought of as a mother 
substance, producing radium and other 
elements. And it also appears probable 
that polonium is the last term of the 
radioactive series. Similarly, thorium 
generates radiothorium, which in turn 
giwes rise to various products of radio- 
activity. Actinium also gives place to 
a series of transformations similar to 
those of thorium and, like radium, pro- 
duces helium. All of these substances 
in their radioactive disintegration fol- 
low a law of decreasing progression, 
the coefficient of which ig constant. 

Since the time of this transformation 
of substance is determinable, its value 
in finding, by a study of the propor- 
tions of elements in rocks, their rela- 
tive geologic ages, is great. 

Of course the idea of actual trans- 
formation of substance by radioactiv- 


\ity is hardly yet irrefutably establish- 
jed. It fits in so well, however, with all 
observations that leading investigators 


of the world at present entertain lit- 
tle doubt as to its correctness. 

In concluding, Mme. Curie recalls the 
general importance of the phenomena 
of radioactivity.
